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Belgian Joel Smets won the opening 
round of the World Championship 500cc 
MX Series in Arganil, Portugal, on April 
2. The four-stroke Husaberg rider won 
both motos, while American Trampas 
Parker, aboard a 360cc KTM, grabbed 
second overall via 5-2 moto finishes. 
Third overall went to former champ 
Jacky Martens on the 630cc Husqvarna 
four-stroke, while New Zealand’s Dar- 
ryll King (Kaw) and Holland's Mikkel 
Caprani (Kaw) rounded out the top five 
overall. 


In Castiglione. del Lago, Italy, on April 2, 
Italian Claudio Federici (Yam) scored 
the overall win at the opening round of 
the World Championship 125cc MX 
Series. Fellow countryman and Team 
Yamaha rider Alessio Chiodi was the 
runner-up. Alessandro Puzar (Hon) fin- 
ished third ahead of Colin Dugmore 
(Suz) and American Jimmy Button 
(Hon). Finishing sixth was MX des 
Nations 125cc class winner, Brit Paul 
Malin (Suz). 


Marc Colomer (Mon) was the winner of 
round three of the Spanish National 
Championship Trials Series, held March 
25 in Mallorca, Spain. Amos Bilbao (Bet) 
was the runner-up, while six-time World 
Champion Jordi Tarres (G-G), Marcel 
Justribo (Bet) and Gabriel Reyes (Mon) 
rounded out the top five. 

Ty Davis (Kaw) continued his surprising 
dominance of the 1995 National Champi- 
onship Enduro Series with win number 
four in Navarro, California, on April 2. 
Defending Champion Steve Hatch was 
second, with five-time champ Randy 
Hawkins taking third. This is the first 


‘time Davis has actively pursued the 


National Enduro title, and he has won 
every round thus far. 


Two-time All Japan National MX Cham- 
pion Ron Tichenor (Suz) swept both 
motos at the April 2 National Champi- 
onship Series opener in Tajimi, Japan. 
Jeff Matiasevich (Kaw) finished second 
in both motos, while Tatsuyuki Motoki 
(Hon) turned in 3-4 moto scores for third 
overall. Motoki competed aboard an alu- 
minum perimeter framed Honda RC250. 


John Myers (Suz) defeated David 
Schultz (Suz) to win the Mac Tools 
Gatornationals at Gainesville Raceway in 





Gainesville, Florida, on April 2. Myers, 
who clocked a 7.589-second/170 mph 
run, moves into third in the 1995 champi- 
onship point standings behind Schultz 
and Michael Phillips with what was his 
20th career NHRA victory. 


According to Spain's Solo Moto Maga- 
zine, former Supercross, World and 
National MX Champion Jean-Michel 
Bayle will contest several rounds of this 
year's French National Trials Champi- 
onship Series. Bayle, who presently con- 
tests the 250cc World Championship 
Road Race Series as a member of the fac- 
tory Chesterfield Aprilia squad, has 
already declared that after he wins a road 
racing World Championship, he will con- 
test the World Championship Trials 
Series. It was not said what type of bike 
he would compete on, as the Aprilia fac- 
tory discontinued production of their 
popular Climber trials machine last year. 


Road racer Michael Martin set a new 
motorcycle lap record at Talladega Gran 
Prix Raceway on March 26, riding a 
Valvoline Suzuki GSXR1100-based For- 
mula USA Superbike. Martin's record lap 
came in the counter-clockwise direction 
and took 57.50 seconds and was verified 
by WERA officials at the track. Martin 
won the Formula One race at Talladega, 
but his record lap came during practice. 


The British round of the 500cc World 
Championship MX Series scheduled for 
Hawkstone Park in England on July 9 
has been cancelled by the Auto Cycle 
Union (ACU). The FIM Motocross Com- 
mission is looking into the possibility of 
replacing the event and an announce- 
ment is due in the next few weeks. 


An AMA Appeal Board upheld the dis- 
qualification of Shawn Higbee and Ben

remainder of the 1995 Mickey Thompson Stadium Off-Road Racing Series, includ- 

ing the Ultracross Series. The announcement was made by MTEG President Danny 
Thompson, who cited a dwindling competitor base, lack of sponsorship revenue, and 
environmental hardships as having direct effects on the series' financial situation. 

“Our events have endured a major earthquake in “94 (Anaheim), record rainstorms 
in ‘93 and ‘95 (Anaheim and San Diego), and the L.A. riots in ‘92 - all of which took 
their toll on the series,” stated Thompson, son of series founder Mickey Thompson. 
"This created financial hardship and we've been trying to recover ever since I took 
over as president of MTEG." 

Danny Thompson took over in 1988, following the death of Mickey Thompson, who 
founded the series in 1982. Danny Thompson acknowledged that the level of competi- 
tion at the shows has decreased in 1995, due in large part to the departure of the Grand 
National Sport Trucks, the series' marquee class. Toyota and Chevrolet both aban- 
doned the series at the end of last year. 

^We must step back and re-evaluate every aspect of the series," said Thompson. 
"There is a major deficit in entries and sponsorship sales. We need to revamp the sys- 
tem and inject some excitement back into the program." 

Included in the company's cutbacks was the termination of all employees except for 
Thompson, general manager Mike DiStefano and vice president Greg Wanlass. "Danny 
is looking to add some new life to the series," said director of public relations Tony 
Gardea, who was among those laid off. "It was starting to become stagnant, and the 
company was not looking at any profitability. To keep the integrity of what Mickey 
Thompson was about, a reassessment had to be made. By no means is the company 
going out of business." 

With three of the scheduled eight rounds having been completed this year, the 
points leaders in the various classes will be crowned as champions. Team Noleen/ 
Sizzler /Yamaha's Kyle Lewis, the defending champion, won all three rounds. MTEG 
will continue to pursue the Spec Truck program under its current agreement with Rod 
Millen Motorsports to build the chassis. No timetable has been set for the return of sta- 
dium off-road racing, but Thompson added, "My father started stadium racing back in 
the late 1970s and created one of the most entertaining forms of racing in the world. 
We're going to take it to the next level." 

MTEG will also continue to produce eyents for the U.S. Supercross Series. Two 
MTEG-promoted races remain in 1995 - Denver on June 3 and the series finale in Las 
Vegas on June 10 - and according to Gardea, there are no plans of cutting back next 
year. It is likely that many of the same people who were involved in the promotion and

Apparently, that time has come, and Bradshaw will reportedly start off by working 
with Yamaha’s testing department. The 19-time supercross winner has been spotted 
several times in recent weeks testing and practicing with the Yamaha factory and 
Noleen/Sizzler teams, and witnesses report that he is not too far off his old pace. On 
Yamaha’s private Southern California supercross track, Bradshaw is reportedly faster 
than John Dowd, and only a few seconds off of Larry Ward’s pace. 

Should he return this season, don’t expect Bradshaw to compete in the U.S. Super- 
cross Series. Instead, his return will likely be in the 250cc National Championship MX 
Series. Naturally, Bradshaw would be aboard a factory-backed YZ250 and pitted with 
Jeff Emig, Kevin Windham and Dowd in the factory semi.

With round 
one already taking place at Daytona 
International Speedway on March 4-5, 
round two of the series will be held at 
Road America in Elkhart Lake, Wiscon- 
sin, on August 4-6 (the date orginally 
held by the now-cancelled: United States 
Grand Prix). The third round will take 
place at Road Atlanta in Braselton, Geor- 
gia, on September 15-17 with round four 
being held at the New Hampshire Inter- 
nationa] Speedway in Loudon, New 
Hampshire on October 6-8. The final 
round will see the series return to Day- 
tona on October 20-22. “This schedule 
and class structure we have set for 1995 
meets the objectives we established in the 
beginning,” NASB founder Roger 
Edmondson said. “We will have a five- 
event, 10-race Superbike series with all of 
our events held at top-level facilities. We 
will continue the heritage of Supersport 
and Twin Sports that we established 
through CCS (Championship Cup 
Series).

Hideo "Pops" 
Yoshimura: 1922-1995 





Yoshimura (right), 73, died at his home near 
Tokyo, Japan on March 27 after a long bout 
with cancer. Yoshimura, who started Yoshimura 
Japan in 1954, was a legend whose products have 
become synonymous with potent four-stroke motor- 


ү: Japan Co. founder Hideo “Pops” 


cycles. 


Yoshimura was one of the first to build four-into- 
one exhaust pipes for motorcycles which became the 
backbone to a booming exhaust pipe business. 
Yoshimura soon parted company with American 
partners, but that relationship didn’t last and “Pops” 
ended up establishing a second company, Yoshimu- 
ra R&D of America, which was based in Hollywood, 
California. It was there that he began developing 
high-performance parts for the Kawasaki Z1 and the 
Honda CB750. Yoshimura eventually started work- 
ing on Suzukis, most notably the Japanese compa- 








ny’s first endeavor in the superbike wars - the GS750. 

A bored-out GS750 built by Yoshimura won the AMA Superbike race at Laguna 
Seca in 1977 in the capable hands of Steve McLaughlin. It didn’t take long for the 
Yoshimura team to switch to racing Suzukis exclusively, and it was a Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki GS1000 Superbike that Mike Baldwin and Wes Cooley used to win the first-ever 
Suzuka 8-Hour in 1978. By the early ‘80s, Yoshimura was doing all of Suzuki's four- 


stroke racing development. 


When “Pops” became ill, his son Fujio took over as president of Yoshimura Japan. 
The well-known and much-liked “Pops” Yoshimura made a popular return to the 
Suzuka 8-Hour last year. Yoshimura is survived by his wife Nabe, son Fujio and 


daughter Namiko Moriwaki.

Godspeed, John 


Longtime motorcycle enthusiast and 
AMA Member John Judson Andrews 
died tragically in a motorcycle accident 
in the Daytona area during Bike Week 
“95. The single-vehicle accident occured 
when John’s winter suit, which was 
being carried under a cargo net, came 
unsecured and was trapped in his rear 
wheel. John was struck by his motorcy- 
cle in the crash. 

John was a good motorcyclist. He 
never drank and rode. He always wore 
a helmet, leather jacket, boots and 
gloves, and he was informed about the 
latest in safety issues and rider tech- 
niques.

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POMONA, CA, APR. 2 
he floodgates opened on the 
R promising road racing career of 
Mike Hale all at once today in the 
Los Angeles Superbike Championship 
at the Pomona Fairplex, with the out- 
pouring also putting an end to Honda's 
three-year winless drought in AMA 
Superbike racing. 

Hale was truly magnificent in win- 
ning his first AMA Superbike National 
ever, a result which becomes even 
more impressive when you consider 
that this was only the fifth Superbike 
race of his career. And the Superbike 
victory came directly on the heels of 
his first AMA 600cc Supersport win, a 
race which was held earlier in the day 
and went a long way toward breaking 
the ice for Hale. 

The young Texan started fourth in 
the National on the Smokin' Joe's 
Honda RC45, quickly moved into sec- 
ond, and then bp en of early leader 
Pascal Picotte on the eighth of 30 laps of 
the Cycle World Magazine-sponsored 
event. That was the last that anybody 
saw of him as he sped to a 12-second 
victory over Muzzy Kawasaki's Steve 
Crevier, giving Honda's much-bally- 
hooed RC45 its first victory in AMA 
Superbike racing. It was also Honda's 
first AMA Superbike victory since Fred- 
die Spencer won at Twxas World Speed- 
way in 1992, 

With Crevier riding hard and consis- 
tently to his best-ever AMA Superbike 
finish, his Muzzy Kawasaki teammate 
Pascal Picotte gamely fought to a third- 
place finish behind him, despite racing 
with a collarbone that was broken in the 
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600cc Supersport final at Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway just over two weeks 
earlier. Picotte held second until the 
20th lap when he collided with a lapped 
rider, slowing him momentarily and 
allowing Crevier to not only pass but 
also pull away as the pain in Picotte’s 
shoulder became almost unbearable. 

Fourth place went to Vance & Hines 
Yamaha's Jamie James, the elder states- 
man of the series working hard to pass 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducatis of Mike 
Smith and Takahiro Sohwa, only to run 
straight in the chicane and have to do 
the whole thing over again. Still, he 
managed to catch and pass Smith, who 
ended up fifth, and Sohwa, who slowed 
eventually to eighth. Sixth place fell to 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel with 
James’ Vance & Hines teammate Tom 
Kipp fighting back from a poor start to 
finish seventh. 

Behind Sohwa came Team Mirage’s 
Dale Quarterley with three-time World 
Champion Freddie Spencer fighting 
front brake problems to wind up 10th, 
well clear of Smokin’ Joe’s Honda’s 
Miguel DuHamel, who had a day he'd 
rather forget. The French Canadian 
crashed on the first lap after catching his 
front brake lever on James’ leg, but he 
managed to fight back from dead last to 
11th on his RC45. 

If winning his first National wasn’t 
enough to thrill Hale, the likable Texan 
heads to the third round of the series at 
Laguna Seca on April 30 as the series 
points leader. Hale leads the tally over 
Kipp, 54-49. Merkel is a close third with 
48, followed by Quarterley and Stevens 
with 43 apiece. 

Last year the circuit at the Pomona 
Fairplex was more of a story than the 
race itself. This year that wasn’t the case. 
Though most of the racers returned to

the Pomona Fairplex not knowing what 
to expect, criticism of the race track was 
down from a season ago. While nearly 
all concur that the track which twists 
and turns through the parking lot of the 
Los Angeles County Fairgrounds is 
somewhat of an oddity, all were in 
agreement that the event promoters had 
improved the race track significantly. 
Portions of the circuit were resurfaced, 
sand traps were added in certain areas 
and one of the more dangerous portions 
of the second-year track were 
redesigned, slowing entrance speeds to 
the long back straightaway, 

Springtime in Southern California 
provided race day with sunny skies and 
warm temperatures, and things got hot 
right away when the flag dropped on 
the Superbike National. Picotte led the 
charge down the drag strip portion of 
the race track leading to turn one, but it 
was there that things got a little hairy. 
Spencer charged up the inside then 
found out he didn’t have any front 
brakes. 

“Hitting Jamie (James) is what 
stopped me,” Spencer said later. “I start- 
ed in on the rear (brake) and then I went 
to the front and there was nothing there. 
Man, I couldn’t believe I made it. I hit 
Jamie, looked up and I was second. That 
was a good test for my heart. I keep an 
adjuster on the bike so I can screw it out 
and I gave it (the front brake) some 
adjustment after that.” 

Like Spencer said, James was on the 
receiving end of a good tap in turn one: 
“I got an excellent start," James recalled. 
“Pascal powered up beside me and I 
was fixin’ to fall in behind him. Then 
Freddie came flying in and hit me. It 
knocked me way off line and then 
Miguel (DuHamel) hit me and then he 
went down.” 








James’ leg hit DuHamel's front brake 
lever, causing the brake to lock, and spit 
the French Canadian off. He remounted 
over half a lap down, but carried on to 
finish 11th after a spirited ride. 

“I was behind Jamie (James) and he 
came wide and then swung it back 


. hard," DuHamel said. "He hit my front 


brake lever with his knee and I crashed. 
I did more damage when I tried to pick 
the bike up and ripped the air duct off. 
The footpeg had spun around and was 
kind of slippery, but the bike worked 
pretty good after that. I just rode it and 
wanted to do at least one 1:25 lap, and I 
was happy to do that with the way the 
bike was. Things could have gotten 
worse and I got some points, so it's 
okay." 

At the completion of the first lap it 
was Picotte leading Spencer, Smith, 
Hale, Crevier, Merkel, James, Sohwa, 
Quarterley, Stevens and Kipp - with 
DuHamel bringing up the rear of the 
pack, well behind even the slower riders 
in front of him. Hale picked his way 
through to second place on the second 
lap, but he trailed Picotte by 1.68 sec- 
onds at the end of the third lap. By this 
time the lone factory Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 in the race, ridden by Chris 
Carr, was already out of the race with 
mechanical ills. 

Hale instantly started chipping into 
Picotte's lead and on the seventh lap he 
was right with the Muzzy Kawasaki. 
Hale's charge had also motivated Crevi- 
er, who stuck with the Texan making it 
a three-way fight for the lead at the start 
of lap eight. Those three had worked 
clear from the Smith/Sohwa battle, 
which in turn had a gap over James, 
Merkel, Kipp, a fading Spencer, Stevens 
and Quarterley. Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Donald Jacks and American Flyers’ 
Todd Harrington had their own little 
battle for 12th, one that would eventual- 
ly get to Harrington and his privateer 
Kawasaki. 

It was at the end of the long back 
straightaway that Hale took over the 
lead on the eighth lap. The Texan ran it 
in hard on the brakes and squeezed past 
Picotte to lead a Superbike National for 
the first time in his young career. That 














apparently didn’t faze Hale as he pro- 
ceeded to pull free from the 
Picotte/ Crevier tussle. He led by a sec- 
ond after nine laps, by two seconds after 
13 laps, three seconds after 15 laps, and 
almost five seconds after 18 laps. He 
would continue to pour it on until the 
gap reached 12 seconds at the end of the 
30-lap race - and victory was his. Like 
all confident young racers, he wasn't 
surprised by his effort. 

“I thought I could get out there and 
get away," Hale said later. "I knew I had 
to get a good start, but I thought Pascal 
(Picotte) and I could get away, and I 
thought Jamie (James) would hang 
tough. I saw Pascal was having some 
difficulties and I thought I need to get 
by him, and see if he could maybe hold 
up the other guys so I could put some 
time on 'em. I think it worked out pretty 
good. The bike worked great, from day 
one really." 

Behind him the battle for second 
heated up with Crevier getting by on 
the 20th lap - with a little help from a 
backmarker. “The guy had already 
started to lean, and I went on the out- 
side and he hit me," said Picotte, who 
finished the race with tire marks on 
the right side of his seat and exhaust 

ipes. 

“It scared the heck out of the guy and 
he just straightened up and T-boned 
Pascal," Crevier said. "I think I still 
went around all that. The guy definitely 
got spooked. A blue flag (to let slower 
riders know that faster. riders are 
approaching) one day would be nice. 
The lapped riders have tó learn that 
they are going to be passed and it seems 
to be a problem here more than any- 
where because there's one line." 

The incident not only allowed 
Crevier to pass Picotte, but it also fur- 
ther increased the pain in Picotte's 
shoulder. “It got bad after I got hit by

My 
charge to catch and pass Pascal used 
me up too much. Mike was already 
way too far gone. You can't make up 
five seconds too easily on a course like 
this." 

In the race for fourth place, James 
had come through to take over the spot 
on the 12th lap from Ducati teammates 
Smith and Sohwa. He then started 
pulling away from the two red bikes, 
only to run straight at the chicane on the 
19th lap - a mistake that dropped him 
back to sixth. The Louisianan was able 
to sneak by Smith a lap later before run- 
ning down Sohwa and passing him on 
the 24th lap. At that point he was able to 
pull clear and finish a comfortable 
fourth. 

“I just put my head down after the 
incident at the start,” James said. “I set- 
tled in after that and worked my way 
through. Mike (Smith) and (Takahiro) 
Sohwa were having some handling 
problems, but I overshot the little chi- 
cane and had to start all over again. I 
rode my tail off and didn't get any- 
where." 

Merkel continued to pick up speed 
as the race wore on, turning his quick- 
est lap (a 1:25.689) on the 26th of 30 
laps as he tried to catch the two 
Ducatis.

The third man on the front row was Smokin' Joe's Honda's Mike Hale, in what is 
really his first full season of AMA Superbike racing. The young Texan clicked off a 
1:24.493 in the second session on his brand-new 1995 Honda RC45. Hale cut over a sec- 
ond off his first-session time, thanks to the use of Dunlop qualifying tires, to grab the 
third spot on the front row with a 1:24.493. 

"Today we put qualifying tires on and that was the biggest difference," Hale said. 
"Yesterday we pretty much used the session as an impromptu test session with race- 
compound tires. That's pretty much where the difference was. The new “95 model bike 
is really fast. Miguel (DuHamel) was going good on it at Daytona so I was really excit- 
ed and looking forward to getting on it here. I got on it and we kind of meshed, and 
clicked, right off the bat. There's no telling in qualifying. The race is where it counts 
and race setup is where it's at. But we've got the RC45 on the front row and we're 
going to start strong and finish tough. I think we'll end up running low 25s - it just 
depends on what Pascal can do. Right now he's over half a second quicker and we're 


chasing him. We'll put the race tires on and I think it'll be a close race. I don't think 


Pascal will be able to get away." 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel completed the first row of the grid, the former . 


World and National Champion riding hard to give Suzuki its first front row start in 
recent memory. Merkel lapped at 1:24.609. 

Leading row two would be Muzzy Kawasaki's Steve Crevier at 1:24.661. “It’s a little 
disappointing because I thought I was on the front row, but I guess I'm not,” Crevier 
said. “The bike's working real good. It’s just a matter of getting clean laps. You come into 
traffic here and it can really hold you up bad, unlike other places, Passing is pretty good, 
but there's really nowhere to go when someone is slowing down. With a bit of luck 
tomorrow we'll go better in the race. Those were easy lap times that I qualified at, so I 
feel I can race at that and that's good. Fatigue will be a factor here and that's why I pack 
on these extra pounds - I don't think I'll have a problem being there at the very end.” 

Following Crevier was Vance & Hines' Tom Kipp (1:24.746), 5mokin' Joe's Miguel 
DuHamel (1:25.161), and then the three struggling Fast By Ferracci Ducati 916s ridden 
by Takahiro Sohwa (1:25.921), Mike Smith (1:26.480) and Freddie Spencer (1:26.711) - 


with all three having problems with the front ends of their V-twins. Team owner Eral- ` 


do Ferracci blamed at least a portion of the problem on the team adapting to the Miche- 
lin tires. According to Ferracci, the Michelins give a lot more rear grip, causing the 
fronts to push. Different- swingarms were being used, and the Ducati guru said 


the problem would be fixed by the time the team arrived at Laguna Seca for the third 


round of the series, “We'll be okay,” he said. UN

Briefly... 


According to promoters, а crowd of 32,647 
spectators showed up for the Los Angeles 
Superbike Championship at the Pomona 
Fairplex. 





Superbike winner Mike Hale didn’t get his 1995 
Honda RC45 until right before the Pomona 
event, after riding the '94 model in the Daytona 
200. "After the race at Daytona, we sat down 
with HRC and they told me 1'd be getting it (the 
'95) for the next race," Hale explained. "For 
them to show that kind of confidence in 
me...well, that boosted my confidence. |-antici- 
pated getting out here on the new bike 
because I'd seen how fast (Doug) Polen arid 
(Miguel) DuHamel's bikes were down there 
(Daytona). ! was really anxious to get out here 
and ride it. It's a lot faster. It feels quicker, it 
stops better and it turns corners faster. It's a 
better. bike. Just judging by the seat of the 
pants, it's a lot faster than last year's bike. The 
overall feeling of thé slide: is very predictable - 
it's got a.lot more forward grip." 


With only four AMA Superbike Nationals 
under his belt, number five was the magic 
one for Mike Hale, who will never be accused 
of being a slow learner. "I grew a lot last year 
and matured as a rider, and 1 smoothed out a 
lot," he said. "I mean, I'm still probably wild to 
а lot of people but you never stop learning. 
I've put in a lot of effort to get to where I'm at 
now and l'm not going to lighten up. I've got 
goals and this is part of 'em." 


As if he needed any further inspiration to win 
his first-ever AMA National Championship 
Road Race, Hale got it on Saturday night 
when former Bartels' Harley-Davidson team- 
mate Jay Springsteen won his first National 
in 10 years. “How about my old. teammate 
(Springsteen)?" Hale asked. "I pulled for 
Springer all the way and it was great to see 
һїт до it. He's always been a mentor of mine." 


Hale earned $4500 of the $28,000 Superbike 
purse for his win while Steve Crevier pocket- 
ed $3000 for finishing second and Pascal 
Picotte took home $2000 for third place. The 
total purse for the four money-paying races at 
Pomona was $52,000. 


If there has been à surprise thus far in the 
1995 Superbike National.Championship, it is 
the ease with which Pascal Picotte has 
adapted to the Muzzy Kawasaki. Many pun- 


‚ dits were quick to say that Picotte's past 


results were due to him riding the all-con- 
quering Fast By Ferracci Ducati 955, a myth 
he is quickly dispelling. Picotte also claims 
that the Kawasaki is a better motorcycle than 
the Ducati: 4 prefer the Kawasaki," he said.

Fred Merkel is genuinely pleased with his 
position on the Yoshimura Suzuki team after 
having signed a two-year contract.at the 
beginning of the season.

Yoshimura and 
Suzuki are married again and l'm in on the 
ground floor. | guarantee I'm going to win a 
National this year - ! guarantee it."

Chandler, who had surgery on Tuesday, 
March 14, to have a plate put in his shoulder, ` 
qualified 14th despite doing a ‘minimum. num- 
ber. of laps. 


Chandler and Pascal Picotte kept noted sur- 
geon Dr. Arthur Ting busy in the days follow- 
ing the Daytona 200, -with Chandler having 
his shoulder surgery on Tuesday, March 14, 
and Picotte going in a day later on Wednes- 
дау; March 15, for a similar operation. While 
Chandler's injury was the more severe of the 
two and required the use of a plate, Picotte's 
surgery produced a smaller scar on his shoul- 
der and Ting was able to mend the bone with 
screws. The two posed for photographs on 
Sunday, both bearing their nearly matching 
scars to the photographer.

Е years ago, Mike Hale won the 





Camel Challenge at the Sacramen- 

to Mile and took home a $10,000 
check for his five-lap performance. Hale 
was a rookie on the Grand National 
Championship dirt track series then, 
and until this weekend, he probrably 
would have told you that winning that 
dash for cash was the highlight of his 
racing career. 

That thrill has been topped. 

Now, Hale finds himself a member of 
the Smokin’ Joe’s Honda race team, and 
the likable Texan scored the first 600cc 
Supersport National win of his career 
with a masterful performance at the 
Pomona Fairplex. With the exception of 
several Harley-Davidson Twinsport 
National wins, Hale had yet to savor the 
sweet taste of victory on a road racer. 
Needless to say, Hale’s win in the 
Supersport race whet his appetite, built 
his confidence and gave him the extra 
boost he needed to return later in the 
day and score his first Superbike 
National win as well. 

A sneak preview of things to come, if 
you will. 

But while Hale’s win in the 600cc 
Supersport race may have looked easy, 
it really wasn’t - at first, that is. Team 
Kawasaki's Pascal Picotte led Hale early 
in the race and it looked as if the two 
would have a heated battle for the lead. 

"Pascal had some strong sections of 
the track, and I had some strong sec- 
tions of the track," said Hale. "It was 
going to be a good race." 

Going to be, yes, had Picotte not 
crashed out of contention on the seventh 
lap and left the door wide open for Hale 
and his Honda CBR600F3. Upon 
Picotte's demise, Hale graciously accept- 
ed the lead and refüsed to share it with 
the rest. At the finish, he enjoyed a six- 
second lead over Kawasaki's Steve 
Crevier. The colorful Canadian did all 
he could to match Hale's pace, but in the 
erid he would be forced to settle for sec- 
ond. Third went to Hale's Smokin' Joe's 
teammate Miguel DuHamel, but his 
position wasn't secured until the final 80 
yards. Erion Racing's Larry Pegram held 
down third in the closing stages of the 
race, but DuHamel's experience out- 
weighed Pegram's youth and exuber- 
ance in the end. Pegram charged into 
the final turn too hard and lost his front 
end. АП he could do was watch as 
DuHamel avoided his downed machine 
and raced on to the finish line in third. 

Hale and DuHamel now share the 
series point lead, as both have a win and 
a third-place finish to thier credit. Both 
riders have 65 points.. Crevier is only 
five points behind the Honda duo, and 
sits third with 60. 

Polesitter Hale was outstarted by 
Picotte at the beginning of the 23-lap 
race, and the running order on lap one 
was: Picotte, Hale, DuHamel, Crevier, 
Michael Barnes, Jamie Bowman, 
Thomas Wilson and Takahito Mori. 
Pegram was ninth. 

Hale and Picotte immediately began 
to distance themselves from the rest of 
the field, and by lap five had already 
put 25 bike lengths between themselves 
and the duo of DuHamel and Crevier. 

Crevier hounded Duhamel, but on 
lap six he had a scary moment and 
momentarily lost touch with the French 
Canadian. "There's some cracks in the 
pavement in one of the turns," said 
Crevier. "There's stinkin' water coming 
out of the cracks, and I hit it and flew off 
the track." 

Still, Crevier was able to dig deep, 
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and reeled DuHamel back in with 
apparent ease. It was then - on lap eight 
- that the red flag brought the race to a 
halt. Dale Whelan's Honda CBR600F3 
blew its guts out in turn seven, dump- 
ing oil in the turn just before the back 
straight. Owen Weichel hit the oil and 
was sent to the ground instantaneously, 
bringing his day, and the race, to a halt. 

During the 20-minute delay, most 
racers opted to fit their machines with 
new tires. 

“When you get the chance to put on 
new rubber, why not?" said Hale. ^We 
need every advantage we can get. I saw 
the oil flags out just before the red flag 
came out. I guess 111 have to just get a 
feel for the track on the sighting lap, and 
change lines if I have to." 

Hale wouldn't have to change lines. 
Though Picotte outstarted him again on 
the restart, Hale would only have to 
play second fiddle for two more laps. 
Entering the carousel turn on the second 
restarted lap, Picotte lost control of his 
Kawasaki ZX6R and crashed. 

“1 cased-out on one of the bumps in 
the turn and lost the front end," said 
Picotte, who was unhurt in the spill. 
“This track still needs some work.” 

Hale motored past Picotte and his 
machine as they slid off the track, effec- 
tively ending the race for first. 

“I was trying to pressure him, and I 
guess it worked," said Hale. "I was 
looking forward to a good battle, it's too 
bad Pascal had some bad luck." 

While Hale rode unchallenged, the 
action behind him was fast and furious. 
DuHamel restarted the race in third, 
with Crevier close behind. The two rid- 
ers circled the track only inches apart 
before Crevier dived to the inside of 
DuHamel in turn three and took control 
of second. With that, second place was 
determined, as Crevier quickly pulled 
clear of DuHamel. $ 

“Once І got into second, I looked and 
saw where Hale was,” said Crevier. “I 
tried as hard as I could for a few laps, 
but I just couldn’t catch up. Once I real- 
ized that, I backed off a bit and settled 
for second. Trying too hard on a track 
like this will set you on your ass.” 

After being passed by Crevier, 
DuHamel was left to deal with a pack of 
hungry wolves. Wilson, Bowman and 
Pegram all wanted a piece of DuHamel, 
and it was Wilson who got it first. The 
Kinko’s Kawasaki rider outbraked 





DuHamel in turn seven 
on the 11th lap, and 
like Crevier, immedi- 
ately opened up a 
small lead. 

Pegram was next to 
hound DuHamel. The 
dirt tracker had suf- 
fered a terrible start 
initially, but was more 
fortunate when the 
race was stopped and 
restarted. 

"I felt good, real 
good,” said Pegram, 
whose Erion Honda 
was fitted with Dunlop 
tires, rather than the 
team’s usual Bridge- 
stones. “I’m a lot more 
confident on the Dun- 
lops.” 

At team sponsor 
Bridgestone’s request, 
Pegram’s Honda 
CBR600F3 was also fit- 
ted with a set of plain 
white body panels, as 
the painted body work 
sports several Bridge- 
stone logos. 

While Pegram 
chased after DuHamel, 
both riders suddenly 
found themselves 
bumped up a spot when Wilson sud- 
denly slowed with gearbox trouble. 
Unable to race at full speed, Wilson held 
on to salvage an eventual seventh-place 
finish. 

Pergam made his move on lap 16, 
outbraking DuHamel as they raced 
down the back straight and into turn 
seven. But unlike Crevier and Wilson 
had done, Pegram was unable to break 
free of DuHamel, and the two stayed 
linked together until the last lap. 

On the white-flag lap, Pegram began 
to look back repeatedly at DuHamel. 

“He kept looking back over and over 
again,” joked DuHamel. “I felt like wav- 
ing and saying, ‘Yes, Larry, I’m still 
back here.’ Maybe he got a cramp in his 
neck or something?” 

As they raced into turn 10 for the last 
time, Pegram deviated from his usual 
wide line and instead opted to ride the 
brakes hard and protect the inside.

brakes to block the inside,” said Pegram. 
“The front end just went out from under 
me when I hit some little bumps in the 
corners." 

“I knew Larry was a dirt tracker, and 
that he'd go low to block me," said 
DuHamel. “I was going to go under him 
in the last turn, but when I saw him go 
low I decided to go high. Then he fell 
and I went outside him as he crashed." 

Fourth went to a distant Turkington 
aboard his Endo High Speed Gear- 
backed Kawasaki, while Bowman, 
Hikaru Miyagi and Wilson rounded out 
the top seven. ex

Same ol’, same ol’

irt track has Scott Parker. Super- 
D cross has Jeremy McGrath. Tri- 
als has Jordi Tarres. 

But what about AMA 250сс GP road 
racing? Well, he may not be as well- 
known as the other three riders, but 
Rich Oliver is certainly no less dominant 
of his domain. These days, mechanical 
gremlins seem to be the only foes that 
can keep Oliver from winning aboard 
his Oliver Racing Yamaha TZ250, and 
there was surely no sign of those pesky 
fellows at the Pomona Fairplex. 

For the 17th time in his career, Oliver 
raced home victorious as he continues to 
close in on the all-time 250cc GP Nation- 
al win record of 20, held by Jimmy Fil- 
ice. “One step closer. It's coming,” said 
Oliver, after scoring another runaway 
win. “I'm sorry if I made it boring, but I 
have to try as hard as I can." 

From the very start there was little 
doubt that Oliver would be the winner, 
and most of the drama was centered 
around the rest of the 30-rider field. 
Who would finish second? 

Team Zero Gravity’s Nick Ienatsch 
took control of the runner-up position 
on the second lap and managed to stay 
close to Oliver for much of the race, but 
would eventually lose 13 seconds to the 
winner. Nevertheless, Ienatsch held an 
iron grip on second, resisting the relent- 
less pressure applied by Southwest 
Motorsports’ Christopher Rankin and 
veteran Randy Renfrow. The two riders 
dogged Ienatsch for most of the race, 
but found each and every one of their 
pass attempts thwarted. Rankin finished 
third, while Renfrow crashed back to 
fifth on the last lap. 

With two rounds completed in the 
“95 series, Oliver boasts a perfect 70- 
point score. After watching him win the 
opening round at Daytona International 
Speedway in equally convincing fash- 
ion, one would assume that winning all 
10 rounds is not an unrealistic goal. Ien- 
atsch sits second in the championship 
with 60, while Renfrow is third with 56. 

Oliver sat on the pole at the start of 
the race, earning his position by virtue 
of his Saturday heat-race win. Team 
Honda's Takahito Mori won the other 
heat race and looked to be Oliver's 
biggest challenger, but the Japanese 
rider threw his chances away on the 
warmup lap. Known for his on-the-edge 
riding style, Mori lived up to his reputa- 
tion when he grabbed a handful of 








throttle on the warmup lap and was 
high-sided from his Honda RS250. 
Though he was uninjured, his bike was 
too badly damaged to continue. 

“I feel sorry for the team mechanic, 
the team owner and all the other 
employees," said Mori. "It was my mis- 





take. I crashed in turn three, high-side.. 
Tires were warm enough, I just made a 


mistake. It was my fault." Mori's dam- 
aged Honda was hidden under a quilt. 

Renfrow had the quickest reactions at 
the start and led Ienatsch and Oliver 
through turn one, but it wasn't long 
before Oliver pulled out his bag of 
tricks. Within a distance of 300 feet, 
Oliver weaved inside, then out, in the 
far bridge turn and swooped past not 
only Ienatsch, but Renfrow as well. 

So much for an interesting race. 

Once out front, Oliver set sail and left 
the rest to argue over the scraps. Ren- 
frow held on to second for nearly two 
laps, but Ienatsch sneaked under him in 
turn 10 on lap two to take over the run- 
ner-up spot. With that, Ienatsch actually 
matched Oliver's pace for a few laps, 
even though he was some 30 bike 
lengths behind. 

“It was a little weird to keep up with 
Rich," said Ienatsch. 

No worries, Oliver dropped the ham- 
mer soon after and had established a 
commanding 11-second lead by the 11th 
lap. 

“И was actually a lot harder than it 
looked," said Oliver. "Sometimes it gets 
boring out front and it's hard to keep 
your concentration." 

Oliver proved that point on lap 13 
when he took an off-track excursion in 
turn 10, missing the corner and riding 
across the thin strip of grass that was 
laid down on the outside of the track. 
Oliver maintained his composure, and 
re-entered the track without losing any 
time. 

“I went riding past the Cycle World 
suite, waiting for someone to stick out a 
Diet Pepsi," he joked. "Actually, I was 
laughing to myself for about two laps 
after that, thinking how cool it was 
gonna look on television." 

When the checkered flag flew, Oliver 
was 15 seconds clear of lenatsch. 

lenatsch enjoyed a comfortable four- 
second margin over Rankin and Ren- 
frow, but it had not been that way 
throughout most of the 23-lap race. Ren- 
frow shadowed the racing journalist 
until the 15th lap, but he charged into 
turn seven too hot and went a bit wide, 
allowing Rankin to sneak past. Renfrow 
recovered quickly and reeled Rankin

back in, and the stage was set for the 
dramatic final laps. 

"Randy Renfrow is an intimidating 
guy to have behind you," said Rankin. 
"Considering his background, it was 
really something to be racing with him. 
After about six or seven laps, I realized 
that he wasn't pulling away from me, so 
I just rode hard and tried to pressure 
him. He went wide in turn seven and I 
snuck under him." 

In the dash to the finish, lappers 
allowed Rankin to pull away from Ren- 
frow momentarily, but the veteran was 
on his tail as they raced down the back 
straight for the last time. Renfrow kept 
his Aprilia pinned and dived into turn 
seven harder than he had all race long, 
but it proved to be a bit too hard as he 
lost the front end and skidded to a stop 
just before the gravel trap. 

“1 was hoping to outbrake him on the 
last lap, but I went in too hot," said Ren- 
frow, who was unhurt in the spill. 

Renfrow was up on his feet quickly, 
and managed to restart his bike in time 
to finish fifth, losing only one position to 
Brothers Honda Yamaha rider Mike Sul- 
livan. єх

Merkel falls, 
Kipp wins

pril Fools’ Day was a lot kinder to 
Ai Kipp than it was to Fred 

Merkel. Both encountered front- 
end slides on consecutive laps in turn 
seven at the Pomona кр today, but 
while Merkel crashed, Kipp did not, and 
that was the difference in the race. 

Just when it appeared that Merkel had 
made a clean break over his Vance & 
Hines Yamaha-mounted rival, the North- 
ern Californian crashed his Yoshimura 
Suzuki GSXR750 in turn seven, only a lap 
after Kipp had nearly done the same thing 
in the same corner. Kipp, though, man- 
aged to save his front-end slide with a 
hard push from his right knee and he was 
there to see Merkel's crash on the fourth 
lap. 

“1 was surprised he (Merkel) was 
pushing it that hard,” Kipp said later. “I 
did the same thing the lap before, but I 
was able to push it back up. I was sur- 
prised to see him on the ground." 

With Kipp riding off into the distance, 
Merkel was able to remount his GSXR - 
sans right footpeg - and carry on. He came 
from outside of the top 20 to an impres- 
sive sixth place at the finish, making sure 
that the championship fight will continue. 

After a furious battle between Kinko's 
Kawasaki teammates Thomas Wilson and 
James Randolph, it was Wilson who 
secured the second spot on the rostrum. 
Randolph held on to finish third, well 
clear of EMBSCO Media's Mark McDaniel 
and Erion Racing’s Michael Barnes. 

Kipp’s victory gives him the champi- 
onship points lead over Daytona winner 
Merkel, 67-60, after two rounds. Wilson is 
third with 57 points, just one point ahead 
of McDaniel and three ahead of Ran- 
dolph. 

The race began with Merkel leading 
the way from pole position. Surprisingly, 
though, it was Kipp who was second - 
despite starting from the second row. 

“I knew I had to get off the line quick,” 
Kipp said later. “I timed the flag just 
about right and I almost had the holeshot. 
Fred (Merkel) just snuck it back under- 
neath.” 

So the stage was set: Merkel vs. Kipp. 
Suzuki vs. Yamaha. But Merkel didn’t 
want any part of it, and he was successful 
in scampering away from his rival. He led 
by 1.4 seconds at the end of the third lap - 
but it all came unraveled when he got to 
turn seven. 











“Tt felt really good,” Merkel said. “It 
was just go, go. I wasn't using my brain. I 
should have sat behind him and then 
split later. It was just a silly mistake. For- 
tunately, the brake lever didn't break off. 
The right footpeg was gone, so I just hot- 
footed it on the pipe for the rest of the 


With Merkel picking up the bike way 
back in the pack, Kipp was free and clear. 
Though he was pushed throughout, he 
never led by less than three seconds and 
barring a mistake there was never any 
doubt about this one. 

"They kept the pressure on me the 
whole race," Kipp said. "It got to three 
seconds, but it was no cakewalk at all. We 
made some pretty big changes and I was 
concentrating more on figuring out how I 
had to ride it to get the most out of it." 

Initially, it was Randolph who seemed 
secure in second place. But his teammate 
Wilson was on the move, charging from 
seventh at the end of the first lap to third 
at the end of eight laps - after disposing of 
Erion Racing’s Barnes, who was putting in 
a spirited ride on the Bridgestone-shod 
Honda CBR600F3. 

Once he moved into third, Wilson sat 
on his teammate's rear fender until pass- 
ing him on the 16th of 23 laps. Randolph 
in turn was balked by lapped riders, giv- 
ing Wilson some short-lived breathing 
room. By the end of the race, Randolph 
was back for more and he chased Wilson 
till the bitter end, coming up just short at 
the finish line. 

“I missed a gear going into the chicane 
one lap and he went by,” Randolph said. 
“1 was hanging with him, but he was rid- 
ing really good. He passed traffic right 
before the turns and I got stuck behind 
one guy bad in the carousal. I managed to 
close back in, but...” 

For Wilson the second place was the 
crown jewel of a pretty good week. The 
Ohioan’s wife, Lynn, delivered a baby 
boy, Jordan, on Monday, March 27, just a 
few days before the Pomona event. 

“1 never focused on Tom whatsoever,” 
Wilson admitted. “It took me awhile to 
get past James (Randolph) and I didn’t 
realize I was in second until I saw Tom. I 
just tried to maintain what I had.” 

McDaniel eventually broke free from 
the battle for fourth, taking the position 
for the first time on the 18th lap and hold- 
ing his ground to the finish. Barnes 
slipped from his original spot near the top 
to take fifth, an impressive effort for the 
600cc-mounted rider. Merkel regrouped 
to finish sixth, clear of Gerald Rothman Jr. 
and Hikaru Miyagi. Valvoline Suzuki's 
David Stanton rounded out the top 10 fin- 
ishers. a

Estok hog wild

POMONA, CA, APR. 2 ` 

rom the moment David Estok took 
F to the Pomona Fairplex race track, 

he knew it suited his style. Last 
year, the makeshift track was the center 
of a huge controversy, and though it 
underwent many improvements for this 
year’s event, many riders still com- 
plained of its rough conditions. 

But not Estok. 

“Nah, the bumps don’t really bother 
me,” said Estok after qualifying second- 
fastest aboard his Woody Kyle Racing- 
tuned Harley-Davidson 883. “I just want 
to go racing.” 

Multi-time Twinsports National 
Champion Scott Zampach led Estok for 
the first five laps of the 12-lap event, 
but it was obvious from the start that 
Estok was the man on the move. The 
Daytona Beach, Florida, rider powered 
past his more experienced rival and was 
never challenged for the lead, scoring 
his first-ever National win in convinc- 
ing fashion. Zampach would eventually 
pull off the track with an engine failure, 
leaving second to the reigning Super- 
Twins Champion Shawn Higbee. Third 
went to Modesto Harley-Davidson’s 
Matt Wait. . 

Thanks to Zampach's demise, Estok 
also took control of the series point lead 
and sits atop the field with a 67-point 
total. Wait is second with 58. Higbee sits 
13th with 32. 

Sitting on the pole after turning in 
the fastest qualifying time was Super- 
Twins newcomer Ben Bostrom. The Bar- 
tels' Harley-Davidson-sponsored North- 
ern Californian was only one of many 
dirt trackers who filled the grid, as the 
SuperTwins series has become a popu- 
lar training ground for dirt trackers 
making the switch to road racing. 
Amongst the dirt trackers on hand were 
both Bostrom brothers, Ben and Eric, 
Matt Wait, Jeff Eklund, Joe Winston III, 
and of course - three-time Grand 
National Champion Jay Springsteen. 

Though Ben Bostrom sat on the pole 
at the start, all was not perfect for the 
1993 Grand National Championship 
Series Rookie of the Year. “I crashed in 
the morning practice session,” said 
Bostrom. “I ground a couple of my fin- 
gers down pretty bad. They won't stop 
bleeding." 

Still, Bostrom lined up for the race

with his race face and a heavily ban- 
daged hand. Zampach had the quickest 
reactions and led Bostrom, Estok, Hig- 
bee and Wait through the first few 
turns. Estok wasted little time and 
sneaked past Bostrom for second on lap 
two, and as it turned out - made the 
pass just in time. Bostrom's 883 sprung a 
leak on the second lap and began to leak 
oil onto his rear tire, the track, and his 
pursuers' face shields. 

"After I crashed, they had to pull off 
the primary cover," said Bostrom later. 
“We think that the primary-cover gasket 
was torn or something. Oil started 
spraying on my rear tire and I was slip- 
ping everywhere." 

Because he was right behind 
Bostrom, Higbee got the worst of the 
spray. 

“АП of a sudden, my face shield was 
covered," said Higbee. "The track got 
real slick, too, so we had to be careful 
until the oil blew away." 

Bostrom immediately began to slow, 
and would finish an eventual 13th. 

Meanwhile, Zampach continued to 
lead Estok in the battle for the point 
position, and it looked as if the latter 
was superior in the braking department. 
Entering turn seven, Estok would close 
to within inches of Zampach's rear fend- 
er. Surprisingly, Estok's pass for the 
lead came not entering a corner, but 
powering out of one. 

“I got a real good drive out of the bus 
stop corner, and just went by Scott," 
said Estok. "Once I got in front I really 
put my head down for a couple laps and 
tried to get away. A few laps later, I 
looked. back and saw that I had a lead. 
Scott was gone." 

Gone, indeed. Zampach coasted to a 
stop shortly after being passed by Estok, 
becoming one of the eight riders whose 
machines had failed them. 

With Zampach's demise, Higbee 
inherited second, and would ride a rela- 
tively uneventful race to the finish. 
Wait, meanwhile, had his hands full 
with a hard-charging Mario DuHamel. 
The two riders swapped third back and 
forth several times before Wait eventu- 
ally gained control of the position for 
good. 
“It felt like my tires were completely 















gone," said Wait. "Someone was blow- 
ing oil all over the place, and I was slid- 
ing all over the place. I'm still hurting a 
little bit from the shoulder I separated in 
Daytona." 

Estok greeted the checkered flag with 
10 bike lengths to spare over Higbee, 
who in turn enjoyed a sizable cushion 
over Wait. Duhamel dropped off the 
pace toward the end of the race, finish- 
ing some 35 bike lengths behind Wait. 
Andy Fenwick, Eric Bostrom and Owen 
Weichel rounded out the top seven. 

Springsteen battled throughout the 
race with Matthew Guidera for eighth, 
but was ninth as he crossed the finish 
line. Still, such a finish couldn't faze the 





popular dirt tracker, who scored his 41st 
Grand National win at the previous 
evening's half mile National. 

“Man, it was slicker than snot out 
there," said Springsteen. "To tell you the 
truth, I was out there thinking about my 
win last night." ec

POMONA, CA, APR. 1 
rion Racing arrived at the Pomona 
E and Exposition Center 
with a point to prove. After mak- 
ing a less-than-spectacular 1995 debut at 
Daytona International Speedway one 
month earlier, the duo of Michael 
Barnes and Larry Pegram were anxious 
to show why their team's Honda 
CBR900RR carries the number-one 
plate. At Daytona, Pegram crashed early 
in the race and the team found them- 
selves able to only salvage a 14th-place 
finish by the time the checkered flag 
came out. 
“We had some trouble with the tires

at Daytona,” said Pegram. “But we 
should be able to spank ‘em today.” 

And spank ‘em they did. Barnes was 
miffed by Dutchman Racing's Nick Ien- 
atsch on the Le Mans-style start, but 
took control of the lead within one lap 
and quickly established a commanding 
lead that the team would never relin- 
quish. Dutchman Racing held a firm 
grip on second throughout most of the 
race, but the hard-charging Cycle 
Motion Racing team was able to nip 
them for the runner-up position by the 
race’s end. 

In winning, Erion Racing gained two 
positions in the series point standings 
and now sits in fifth. Dutchman Racing, 
winners of the Daytona series opener, 
maintains the lead with 65, three points 
better than Cycle Motion Racing. Fast- 
line Racing and Keystone/ Northstar 
Racing - fourth and sixth, respectively, 
at Pomona - hold down third and fourth 
with 60 and 54. Erion Racing has 52. 

A full field of 21 entries filled the 
grid at the start of the 60-minute race, 
and it was Ienatsch who had the fastest 
set of legs when the start signal was 
given. Ienatsch hopped aboard the 
Dutchman Racing Yamaha FZR1000 and 
led Erion’s Barnes and Cycle Motion 
Racing’s David Deveaux through the 
first few turns and the trio immediately 
began to pull away from the rest. Mark 
Miller Racing, Anderson/Dynamic Rac- 
ing and the Lee’s Killer Bees team bat- 
tled over fourth. 

Barnes charged hard down the back 
straightaway and was able to dive 
under lenatsch and steal the lead in turn 
seven on the opening lap. Once into the 
point position, Barnes put his head 
down and methodically added to the 
team’s lead. 

“Everything was spot-on today,” 
said Barnes. “My right wrist was killing 
me, though. I broke it twice last year, 
and it was really sore when I had to 
brake in left-handers. I just tried to get 
through the lappers as efficiently as pos- 


' sible and hand off as big a lead as possi- 


ble to Larry.” 

Barnes pulled out a commanding 23 
seconds on the field by the time he pit- 
ted at the 36-minute mark, and Pegram 
had more than enough time to hop 
aboard and take to the track still in the 
lead. Pegram rode smoothly and just 
fast enough to maintain the team's con- 
trol of the lead. ; 

“Michael handed me such a big lead, 
all I had to do was go out and ride,” 
said Pegram. “I went fast for the first 
few laps, just to make sure that we 


































maintained our 
lead, but I really 
eased up toward 
the end. There was 
no sense in trying 
to go fast and risk 
crashing when we 
had such a big 
cushion.” 

While Barnes 
and Pegram 
enjoyed relatively 
smooth sailing out 
front, the battle 
behind them for second was intense. 
After being passed by Barnes on the 
opening lap, Ienatsch found himself 
demoted to third on lap two when 
Deveaux also raced past. 

“I went a little wide in turn seven 
and he went right under me,” said Ien- 
atsch, who also competes in the 250cc 
GP class. “Being used to my 250, it 
always takes me a few laps to get going 
on the 1000. I’m used to a much tighter- 
handling chassis. The bike is definitely a 
handful. There’s a lot of speed and a lot 
of weight involved.” 

It may have taken Ienatsch more than 
a “few” laps to really get going, but by 
the 20-minute mark the Sport Rider edi- 
tor was flying. Deveaux had managed to 
pull out a four-second lead over Ien- 
atsch at one point, but that was reduced 
to nothing before the halfway point. Ien- 
atsch sneaked past Deveaux and took 
control of second on the 18th lap, then 
raced into the pits to hand off to his 
Dutchman teammate Fritz Kling. 

The pit stop allowed Cycle Motion to 
momentarily regain control of second, 
but when Deveaux pitted two laps later 
to hand off to teammate Mark 
McDaniel, they dropped back into third. 
McDaniel, however, took to the track 
only milliseconds after Kling raced past 
pit row. Though the victory clearly 
belonged to Barnes and Pegram, second 
was still within reach for McDaniel and 
Deveaux.

“I was getting pretty tired out there,” 
admitted Deveaux. “I crashed earlier in 
the day in the 750cc Supersport race, 
and my back and side were starting to 
tighten up." 

McDaniel set a torrid pace and began 
to knock on Kling's back door. 

"The front brakes started to fade," 
said Kling. "Actually, it wasn't so much 
the brakes, it was the lever - it kept com- 
ing in closer and closer to the bars. I fig- 
ured that getting to the finish in one 
piece was more important than risking a 
crash trying to hold on to second." 

McDaniel motored past at the 50- 
minute mark, and with that, the top 
three positions were set. 

“I was pretty tired, and I didn't know 
if I could catch up," said McDaniel. "But 
I knew that Fritz would be beat too; he 
also raced the 750cc Supersport race. I 
ended up passing him on the back 
straight. Our bike was a lot faster than 
theirs." 

Kling held on to finish third, well 
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ahead of the fourth-placed Fastline Кас- 
ing Kawasaki of Jeff Stern and Britt 
Turkington. Don Canet and Hikaru 
Miyagi teamed up to bring the Action 
Speed Racing entry home in fifth. Erion 
Racing, Cycle Motion Racing and 
Dutchman Racing were the only teams 
to complete 40 laps. сх

Fee makes history

f Team Kepla’s Rodney Fee and 
E Moto Liberty's Takahito Mori fought 

over a slice of history on their 
Honda RS125s at the Pomona Fairplex, 
with Fee ultimately going into the record 
books as the winner of the first AMA 
125cc Grand Prix National in history. 

But it wasn't easy. Fee and Mori 
attacked each other throughout the 12- 
lap race, with each taking a turn at lead- 
ing the historic race. When push came to 
shove, however, it was Fee shooting past 
in the final corner to take the victory. 

Third place went Team HMC- 
Hansen Racing's Billy Graef ahead of 
veteran Canadian Jon Cornwell on the 
Brampton Cycle/Hyd-Mech Saws 
Honda RS125, Terranova Painting's 
Geep Terranova filled the top five as 
Hondas dominated the opening round 
of the series. 

The race began with Mori leading 
Randy Renfrow into the first corner. Fee 
was third, followed closely by Graef, 
who would fade to finish a lonely third. 

Fee dived inside Renfrow in turn 11 
on the third lap to take over second 
place, and a lap later Renfrow was gone, 
crashing out of the race in turn 10. 
"There was a lot of gravity and then 
there was no gravity," a smiling Ren- 
frow said later. 

That left the two up front to battle 
alone. Fee led laps four and five, but a 
near-crash gave Mori a cushion on the 
sixth lap. He quickly pulled back to 
within grasp of the Japanese rider's 
Honda and E followed until the final 
corner on the final lap. 

^] screwed up one lap and almost 
high-sided," Fee explained. "It took me 
a couple of laps to get going again. I was 
a little scared after that, but I put my 
head down and I tried extra hard on the 
last lap. It was a tough race." 

Mori was relatively pleased with sec- 
ond place: "I believe I could win," he 
said. "But Rodney too fast. My bike was 
faster, but he try braking maneuver and 
passed me on braking." 

Despite being somewhat lonely in 
third place, Graef was thrilled and 
would be back for more: "I'm really 
excited," he said. "I'm going to do the 
whole series and I'm really looking for-

AMA Grand National Championship Series 


Round 2: Pomona Fairplex 


A sort of homecoming

POMONA, CA, APR. 1 
hile the rest of the United States 
үү: preparing to set the clock 
ahead one hour on Saturday 
night in anticipation of daylight-savings 
time, none other than Jay Springsteen 


took a moment - 25 laps, to be exact - to 
turn it back, all the way to 1985. 


That year marked the last time that 
the three-time Grand National Champi- 
on stood atop the victory podium, scor- 
ing his 40th Grand National Champi- 
onship victory by narrowly defeating 
Gary Scott and Bubba Shobert at the 
Syracuse Mile. 

It might as well have been yesterday, 
though, as the 37-year-old Springsteen 
displayed the same brilliance that car- 
ried him to victory almost 10 years ago 
when he powered to his 41st National 


victory before 10,871 fans at the Pomona 
Half Mile, round two of the 1995 AMA 
Grand National Championship Series. 

“It has been 10 years since my last 
National win," said an emotional 
Springsteen while on the podium after 
the 25-lap National. "I'm so happy right 
now that I don't know what to say." 

The Pomona Fairplex five-eighth- 
mile oval may well be regarded as one 
of the more difficult places to win a 
Grand National event. Its long, mile-like

straightaways and tight turns place an 
emphasis on horsepower and rider sta- 
mina. But "Springer" appeared to have 
a good supply of both as he emerged 
from a four-rider battle at the head of 
the pack to assume the lead for good on 
the 11th lap. He then gamely fought off 
three other contenders - the always com- 
petitive Steve Morehead, reigning 
Grand National Champion Scott Parker, 
and fall Pomona Half Mile winner Will 
Davis - before putting his head down 
and pulling away to claim the win by 
nearly four seconds aboard his Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson-backed XR750. 

In a clean sweep of sorts, Springsteen 
also took home a victory in the Harley- 
Davidson 883 National main event as 
well. He was not beaten on the race 
track all night. 

Morehead parlayed his trademark 
consistency into a second-place finish. 
Though he never led a single lap of the 
National, the “Findlay Flyer" was in 
contention throughout the race. More- 
head went at it hammer and tongs with 
Parker for third place before the 39-year- 
old Ohioan was able to shake the five- 
time champion and attempt to run 
down Springsteen. Morehead appeared 
to be almost as happy to finish second 
behind Springsteen as he would have if 
he had won the main event himself. 

"Wasn't that great?" Morehead said 
of his fellow veteran's performance. 
"The two old guys ran 1-2. I tell you, 
when you can race with guys like Parker 
and Springsteen, it just doesn't get any 
better than that." 

Parker, too, never led at any point in 
the National, but the factory Harley- 
Davidson rider never gave up trying. 
He spent most of the main event in 
fourth place, searching high and low for 
the traction that would propel him past 
Morehead and Davis for a shot at 
Springsteen. But the defending Grand 
National Champion had difficulty deal- 
ing with the slick track conditions, and 
only through a last-lap pass on the fal- 
tering Davis was Parker able to salvage 
the third and final spot on the history- 
making podium. 

"Springer was the man, huh?" Parker 
said. "It was a good race. I was strug- 
glin' a little bit. The track was a little 
drier than we were used to, but it was 
great to see Springer win. If I couldn't 
win it, then that's who I wanted to see 
win it." 

Of the quartet at the front of the pack, 
Davis came out on the short end of the 
stick, finishing fourth. Despite having to 
borrow a Harley-Davidson XR750 from 
tuner Skip Eaken after blowing the 
engine on his A&R-backed Honda dur- 
ing practice, the personable North Car- 
olinan wasted no time adapting to the 
new motorcycle, and he appeared well 
on the way to scoring his second 
Pomona Half Mile victory in as many 
tries. Davis grabbed the lead at the start 
of the main and was nearly unshakable 
for 10 laps until Springsteen came 
aknockin'. Davis' woes continued when 
he was forced to yield the runner-up 
spot to a hooked-up Morehead after an 
intense three-lap dice near midrace 
while Parker waited in the wings. 

Davis then regained a measure of 
control while the top four spread out, 
but he made several mistakes that 
allowed Parker to capitalize and steal 
away third place on бе last lap. Davis 
took one last shot at Parker just before 





the checkered flag, but it was to no 
avail. 

“Skip Eaken has aways been real 
good to me, and he put me on a good 
horse,” Davis said. “But the line I was 

z just started going away, then I 
messed up and Morehead caught me. 
The track was just getting so slick. Once 
Parker caught me I was definitely in 
charge mode, but he pulled a draft pass 
on me. I just came up short.” 

Loral Lake Racing's Ronnie Jones 
also played the role of a spoiler by 
sneaking up to snatch fifth place away 
from TCR-backed Kevin Atherton two 
laps from the finish. 

With his 41st victory, Springsteen not 
only shook the dust of an untarnishable 
legend, but he further solidified his 
second-place status on the all-time 
Grand National win list. Parker remains 
on top with 60 wins, but Springsteen's 41 
now place him two wins ahead of fellow 
three-time Grand National Champion 
Ricky Graham, who has tallied 39 victo- 
ries. Springer has also assumed the GNC 
points lead over Brett Landes, 29-28. 


HEATS 


A surprisingly high 50 entries were 
divided into seven qualifying heats with 
the top six riders in each advancing to 
the regular heats in the program. Two 
more last-chance qualifiers filled out the 
four 10-lap heat rosters, and after a 
slight delay for some pre-race festivities, 
the first heat rolled to the line shortly 
after 8 p.m. 

Davis got things started by leading 
Ronnie Jones and Rusty Rogers off the 
line. Davis cruised up front for the first 
five laps while Rogers and Jones went at 
it for the second transfer position. 
Rogers wasted no time slingshotting 
past Jones on the front straight but was 
only able to hold position on the wily 
Oklahoman for three laps before Jones 
found the drive off turn two to reclaim 
second place on lap six. Jones then start- 
ed pressing Davis hard on lap seven and 
continued to take shots at him for the 
remainder of the heat - the best being a 
draft pass down the back straight on the 
last lap. But Davis had the juice to cut 
back under Jones off turn four and claim 
the win by 10 feet. 

"Jones gave me a heck of a battle," 
Davis said. 

An anxious Jess Roeder gained atten- 
tion by jumping the start twice in heat 
two and was sent to the penalty line, but 
once underway, Atherton and Garvis 
Honda rider Rich King were the key 
principals. King stormed off the line, 
towing Atherton and Jeff Eklund, but 
Eklund quickly fell behind down the 
backstretch while Atherton closed up 
the gap on the leader going into turn 
three. King briefly opened up a couple 
bike-length margin until lap five when 
former factory Harley-Davidson team- 
ster Atherton, easily reeled in King and 
then snatched the lead with a draft pass 
on the front straight on lap six. From 
there, Atherton simply checked out, 
leaving King alone in second until race's 
end. Afterward, Atherton said that he 
was merely playing a waiting game 
early in the heat. 

“I knew that I could beat him 
(King),” Atherton said. “I just didn't 
want to do anything stupid and risk a 
crash or something that would cost me 
the transfer." 

Rodney Farris crossed the start line 
too soon in heat three, and referee Bruce 
Bober ordered him back to the penalty 
line. When the green light flashed, Geo 
Roeder II appeared to have the advan- 
tage while Morehead appeared to be 
buried in the pack - which included 
Parker - off the line. But the eldest rider 


on the circuit gave no quarter and quick- 
ly forced his way to the front of the field 
through turn one and down the back 
straight to lead the first lap over Parker 
and Roeder II. Morehead and Parker 
eased into the top two transfer spots 
almost immediately, and all that was left 
to settle was which rider would take the 
win. Just a few laps into the heat, Parker 
began toying with Morehead, waving to 
the veteran privateer as he drafted by 
down the back straight, and then just for 
a cheap, 110-mph thrill, tapping him on 
the elbow. Bad move. Morehead pulled 
the trigger and dropped low in turn four 
to dump Parker back to second for good 
on lap four, pulling out a six-length 
advantage at the wire. 

“He just pissed me off and got me 
motivated,” Morehead joked. 


“We was just cruisin’ down the back 
straight, and I got a good drive on him, 
so I thought I'd have a little fun with 
him by waving," Parker said. "He paid 
me back, though. He waved at me after 
he took the checkered flag." 

Springsteen gave a preview of things 
to come by leading most of heat four. 
Even so, the former champ had to deal 
with some early-race pressure from a 
rather unexpected source, Kevin Varnes. 
The youngster put his Johnny Goad 
tuned, USC Racing-backed Honda 
RS750 by Springsteen briefly on lap 
three and then shadowed the veteran for 
nearly four laps before Springer was 
able to build a three-second lead on the 
final three circuits. 

“I had a little higher line that I was 
ridin'," Springsteen said. "Then once

SEMIS 


The three eight- e Si semis not only 
served to round out the National field, 
but they gave several of the top com- 
petitors a much needed chance to sort 
out their combinations. Team Undo 
rider Brett Landes stepped up and put 
together eight nearly flawless laps to top 
the first semi while Rogers, who chal- 
lenged Landes briefly, and Davey Cam- 
lin also got their acts together and land- 
ed spots in the main. 

Semi two featured a great battle 
between Roeder II and Steve Beattie. 
The Canadian Beattie led Roeder II for 
the first three laps before drifting high 
and wide into turn one and letting 
Roeder II drop under him for the lead. 
Beattie dogged Roeder II for another 
two laps before charging up the inside 
going into turn one on lap five and 
pulling off a ballsy, inside, head-over- 
the-railing pass on the lanky Ohioan, 
who was on the groove. Beattie then ran 
away with the win. 

“It was tight. I scraped my shoulder 
on the railing when I went by him," Beat- 
tie said. “I just wanted him (Roeder II) to 
know that I had something for him.” 

“That pass didn’t bother me,” said 
Roeder II, who was back in his first ride 
since breaking both of his wrists in a 
crash at the Springfield Mile last season. 
“It was just good racing. That's all part 
of the game.” 

Chris Evans led Farris for three laps 
in the final semi before the Eddie 
Adkins / Winchester Harley-Davidson- 
backed Virginian uncorked it and pulled 
comfortably ahead. Evans and veteran 
Terry Poovey, the latter another rider in 
the USC Racing stable, grabbed the final 
two spots in the National. 


883 NATIONAL 


Though he had easily won his heat 
earlier, Springsteen came closer to being 
defeated in the 12-lap “Sportster class” 
main event than he did during any of 
his previous outings. As the field rum- 
bled into turn one, Springsteen missed a 
shift and slowed temporarily, allowing 
reigning 883 National Champion Scott 
Stump to get a good jump on the field 
and take a commanding lead. While 
Stump settled into a fast pace, Spring- 
steen quickly recovered from his 
mishap, picked off second-placed Pete 
Hames, and set about methodically run- 
ning down the fleeing Stump. 

“І missed a gear off the start,” 
Springsteen said. “I thought to myself, 
‘Man you ain't never gonna catch him.'" 

But Springsteen did catch Stump, 
and the cagey Michigander waited until 
the referee flew the white flag before 
diving under Stump in turn one and 
then pulling out just enough of an 
advantage to land the victory. Stump, 
James Hart, Georgie Price IV and Mike 
Hacker rounded out the top five, but 
Stump's machine was later found to be 
illegal during the post-race teardown 
and was disqualified. 


NATIONAL 


Morehead's win in the fastest heat of 
the night afforded him first choice of 
starting positions, and he elected to start 
right in the middle of row one. Spring- 
steen and Davis lined up inside of More- 





head while Varnes, Ronnie Jones and 
Parker wound up on the outside of the 
front row. 

Davis was gone at the first hint of 
green and had his Skip Eaken-prepared 
Harley-Davidson sailing in the point 
position. Though Davis says that riding 
the Harley-Davidson is different than 
competing on a Honda, the change in 
machinery really wasn't a contributing 
factor in his fall from the lead. 

“I don't want to make any excuses," 
Davis said. "It's got two wheels and a 
set of handlebars just like my bike. If 
you don't think that you can win on 
what's under you, then you can't." 

While Morehead elected to stay on 
the tried-and-true blue groove, Parker 
headed way outside - especially in turns 
one and two - in search of greener pas- 
tures. He found none. 

“I thought I could pick the pace up, 
but I couldn't go forward," Parker said. 
“I was just spinning the rear wheel. 
There was a fast line down low, but if 
you came in too hot, you just slipped 
outside. Both of us (Parker and More- 
head) were getting in the corner and 
missing our points where you would 
start drivin'. I was just spinning my 
wheels." 

“I went from second to fourth back to 
the front again," Morehead said. “Ву the 
time I got back to second again, Jay was 
in his rhythm. There was just no catch- 
ing him." 

Atherton had gotten a good jump in 
the main and appeared to be edging his 
way forward while maintaining fifth 
place. Atherton was once again in wait- 
ing mode, but Jones came into the pic- 
ture and ended up giving Atherton a 
taste of his own medicine. 

“Morehead and Parker started racing 
each other, and I thought, ‘All right! I'm 
going to get by both of them,” Atherton 
said. "Then I fell off the groove. Ronnie 
doesn't screw up, and I just kept 
bobbling." 

"We were hoping to get into the top 
three but we got fifth," Jones said. "For 
this place, we feel pretty good about 
that." 

Landes finally appeared to overcome 
his earlier handling problems once and 
for all. The Northern Californian found 
a good line and put in a smooth ride 
that would culminate in a rather lonely 
seventh-place performance. 

"| tried," Landes said. “All in all I’m 
happy with seventh because if we can 
run seventh here when we're struggling, 
then I think that I’m going to be some- 
one that they're going to have to beat 
every week." 

Further back, Roeder II battled with 
King and Camlin for the eighth position, 
coming out on top at the flag. 

"We had carburetor problems all 
night,” Roeder II said. “We switched to 
different ones in the semi, but then we 
found water in those so we went back to 
the first set for the main.” 

Camlin also dropped King, putting 
his Wiebler's Harley-Davidson/Eaken 
Racing-built XR into ninth place before 
the checkered flag fell. 

"This isn't my best half mile finish 
ever, but it is by far my best learning 
experience ever," Camlin said. “Once 
we got things figured out, it was just a 
matter of using my head.” 

The night clearly belonged to Spring- 
steen, however, who ran in second and 
then railed around the outside of Davis, 
Parker and Morehead coming off turn 
four on the third lap to take a “token” 
one-lap lead - as he does at several 
Nationals during the year - before falling 
back to second. But when Springsteen 
held his ground in second and then re- 
emerged from the fray again with 














authority on lap 11 while the other chief 
contenders began racing each other 
behind him, the 10,000-plus fans on 
hand began to believe that maybe, just 
maybe, win number 41 was a possibility. 

“Will led it for a long time,” Spring- 
steen said.” Once I got by him, I started 
talking to myself in my helmet goin’ 
down the back straightaway. I was say- 
ing to myself, ‘Hang on baby, hang on.’ 
But they tell me I just pulled away.” 

As the laps went in the books, 
Springsteen appeared to get even 
stronger, never faltering from his chosen 
line around the clay oval. The jubilant 
ex-champ pumped his left fist in the air 
as he scored the win. Finally, after 25 
laps, and 10 years. 

“Tve really got to thank Bill Bartels,” 
Springsteen said of his team owner. 
"He's a real super dude, and he has 
stuck with me. You knów, I rode at the 
factory for 12 years, and I’ve already 
been with Bartels for about seven. 

"Some nights everything just goes 
right," Springsteen said in reflection. 
^We didn't have any problems all night, 
and I never even got tired. It must be all 
that ice racin' I did this winter. I proba- 
bly won't even realize that I won until 
tomorrow." CN

SHAH ALAM, MALAYSIA, APR. 2 
eja vu has nothing to 
do with it. Just because 
the top three in the 
Malaysian Grand Prix 
were the same as in 

Australia one week before 

does not mean it was a sim- 

ilar procession. Only slight- 
ly so, with a tense wait- 
and-see race for second 
highlighting the tension 
behind clear winner 

Michael Doohan and his 

Repsol Honda. 

This time, Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Daryl Beattie 
had to fight for it, dis- 
placing third-placed Alex 
Criville and the Repsol 
Honda only in the clos- 
ing stages, when team- 
mate Kevin Schwantz 
had let the Australian 
through after running 
into tire trouble. 

Schwantz hung on 
to fourth, keeping the 
sliding Lucky Strike 
Suzuki one second 
clear of a fierce battle 
for fifth. 

This went to Fortu- 
na Honda’s Alberto 
Puig, coming through 
in the closing laps to 
cross the line almost 
side by side with Kanemoto Honda’s 
Alex Barros and Repsol Honda's 
Shinichi Itoh. : 

Just behind, outdistanced only at the 
finish, came Loris Reggiani's V-twin 
Aprilia. Eighth was the best finish ever 
for the 400cc "super-250" V-twin April- 
ia; but while Reggiani did pass Itoh at 
one point, and could climb all over the 
V-fours through the corners, there are 
few overtaking points on the twisting 
Shah Alam circuit outside the Malaysian 
capital except at the end of the main 
straight, and he simply didn't have the 
power to do that. 

It was another dreadful day for the 
Marlboro Yamahas, struggling with tire 
problems on their Dunlops. Luca 
Cadalora pulled in after seeing no gain 
in chasing a sliding front end for little 
reward. Abe was more persistent and 
had held fifth place before he paid the 
price, sliding off unhurt after 17 laps. 

The 500cc GP, run in front of a crowd 
of 22,000, finished just minutes before 
the first drops of rain turned into a full- 
scale tropical downpour, and flooded 
out the 125cc race. 

Scheduled to run 29 laps, the 125cc 
GP was stopped after 12, and half-points 
were awarded. 

That did little to take away from the 
achievement of Garry McCoy, with the 
young Australian Honda rider taking a 











hard-fought half-victory 
from a strongly challenging Stefano 
Perugini (Aprilia). HB Honda's Dirk 
Raudies dropped from the front group 
to seventh; defending World Champion 
Kazuto Sakata on the factory Aprilia 
made a slow start and had worked his 
way through to 10th; and last weekend's 
winner Harachuki Aoki was 18th - out 
of the points. 

The 250cc GP, the first of the day, 
was. a runaway win for defending 
World Champion Max Biaggi, the 
Chesterfield Aprilia rider repeating his 
all-dominating performance of last year 
in the heat of the midday. 

Second went to Tetsuya Harada's 
Marlboro-Rainey Yamaha, taking a 
superbly judged win after a four-bike 
battle with HRC's Tadayuki Okada, HB 
Honda's Ralf Waldmann and Elf-Tech 3 
Honda's Jean-Philippe Ruggia. Kenny 
Roberts Jr. was ninth after coming off 
second-best in a fierce battle with eight- 
placed Luis d'Antin. They had been dic- 
ing all race long with exciting new 
French find Olivier Jacque, Ruggia's 
teammate, who ended up 10th. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Schwantz made a fine start this time, 
jumping through from the second row. 
to take a short-lived lead. Even so, it 








was Doohan leading into the first turn, a 
situation that did not change until long 
after the last turn almost 48 minutes 
later in a slow-paced race that, up front 
at least, lacked fireworks. 

This week, he didn't just run away. 
“Му tires didn't seem to want to work 
at first, and I had a few slides, so I 
decided Га better cool it,” Doohan said. 

It made a difference to the speed of 
departure, but not to the fact of it. He 
steadily drew away at an average of half 
a second a lap to make it more than 10 
seconds on lap 22. 

The gap hovered there for five more 
laps, then started to shrink again, so that 
at the finish he was less than seven sec- 
onds ahead. 

It looked as though he was playing it 
cool, but he denied it. “I started to feel a 
vibration, and I thought the tire might 
be breaking up. Then the front tucked 
under on the fast right kink on the 
straight, and it really shook my confi- 
dence. In fact, there was nothing wrong 
with the tire - I might have lost a wheel 
weight or something, but it made the 
last laps pretty tense." 

The tension had to come from within, 
because there wasn't much from behind. 




































Schwantz held second for the first six 
laps, with Criville's Honda hard on his 
heels. Then the Spaniard used his power 
to pull alongside on the straight, and 
manfully held the inside line against 
considerable pressure to slot in ahead. 

By this time, Beattie had joined on 
the back of the group, without having to 
pass anybody after his own good start. 
“I could stay with Kevin, and if I lost 
ground, I could catch up," he said later. 
“But there was no way I could pass 
him." Thus the trio held station, free 
from any threat from behind, and await- 
ing developments in the heat. 

In the end, it was Schwantz's rear tire 
that cried enough. He started sliding 
badly, and especially on the kink on the 
straight that precedes the track's main 
overtaking spot. He knew his challenge 
was spent, and on the 27th lap he made 
room for his close friend and teammate 
Beattie to get by. 

The Australian needed no second 
invitation, and took up the pursuit 
forthwith. He was immediately on Criv- 
ille's tail, and one lap later pulled the 
classic overtaking move at the end of the 
straight to move into second.

He was never challenged, but kept 
his head down nonetheless, and came 
desperately close to colliding with 
Andrew Stroud's ROC as he cut through 
a group of backmarkers. 

It was an unnecessary risk, for the 
same group also delayed his pursuer, 
and Criville was almost four seconds 
down at the finish. 

Schwantz was a similar distance 


behind, hanging on grimly to his vibrat- 
ing bike to avoid being caught by the 
group behind. 

They had provided one of the best 
dices of the race, with Barros duking it 
out with Itoh, Reggiani hanging on des- 
perately, and Puig playing a waiting 
game behind. Then in the last seven laps 
he picked them off one by one, to nar- 
rowly claim fifth. His last victim was 


Itoh, on the last lap; and as he moved 
past the Japanese rider, Barros followed 
him through and made his own bid. 

They were almost abreast as they 
crossed the line - Puig, Barros, Itoh - 
covered by less than three tenths of a 
second. 

Reggiani was almost three seconds 
down by now, both glad at the Aprilia's 
best finish ever and disappointed that 


he hadn't made a better start. He was 
11th at the end of lap one, and by the 
time he'd caught up, his back tire was 
past its best. "If I'd made a better start I 
am sure I could have beaten some of 
them," he said. The Aprilia was visibly 
slower on the straight, but all over the 
V-fours on the twisty sections. 

Juan Borja narrowly won a sustained 
battle with Bernard Garcia, both on 
ROCs, and almost 40 seconds behind the 
factory bikes. 

Then came Frederic Protat's ROC, all 
alone; likewise Cristiano Migliorati's 
Harris and Marc Garcia's ROC. 

The last points were fiercely contest- 
ed, with 14th going to Jeremy 
McWilliams and 15th to Andrew 
Stroud. Bernard Haengelli missed the 
last point by just half a second. Jean 
Jeandat was 19th and last. 

There were 10 non-finishers. As well 
as retiree Cadalora and crasher Abe, 
Loris Capirossi crashed on the first lap, 
after getting a little nudge from Abe. 
^He apologized afterward, which of 
course we accepted. But it was not 
necessary to be so aggressive," said the 
Italian. 

Others to retire included Sean 
Emmett, with brake failure; James Hay- 
don and Scott Gray. 

Doohan extended his title lead to 10 
points over Beattie, 50-40.

Biaggi's race was exciting only for his 
display of artistry. He led from start to 
finish, hauling away at one second a lap 
in the early stages before easing off 
slightly, so that he had achieved a 10- 
second advantage before half-distance. 
He kept on stretching, to make it 15 by 
lap 25, and only then did he start to play 
up for the crowd, his wheelies and 
waves dropping his lead to just over 
five seconds at the end. 

"The bike and my Dunlops were 
working perfectly today," he smiled 
afterward. "The only little problem 
I had was keeping my concentration." 
He broke his own lap record by almost 
four tenths, and the win moved him 
into a narrow lead in the World 
Championship. 

There was plenty of action behind 
him, the most important of it in a fasci- 
nating four-bike battle for second. 

Waldmann led the group at first, con- 
signed to second on lap three by Hara- 
da. But Okada and Ruggia were hard up 
behind, and there was plenty of swap- 
ping around, with Ruggia the only one 
who never passed anybody, except once 
briefly when Waldmann overbraked 
and ran wide. 

The focus was on the two Japanese 
riders: dour Okada on the faster Honda, 
and the superb Harada, the epitome of 
riding skill and tactical. brilliance. Okada 
moved into second on lap nine, his bike 
clearly faster; and then began a game of 
two-wheel poker, with Harada holding 
the aces. 

Time and again he'd show Okada his 
front wheel on the bends. Twice he got 
ahead on the final twists, only to be out- 
powered on the sprint to the line, almost 
as though he was revealing his last-lap 
plan. But there was much more to his 
game than that, and with 10 laps left he 
decided to let his rival do the pushing 
and probing...if he could. He moved 
past decisively as they ran into the final 
twists, fended off an immediate counter- 
attack, and managed to answer every 
one of the Honda-rider’s challenges 
whether made under power or under 
brakes, using his Yamaha's superior 
handling with the finesse that has 
become his trademark. 
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At the finish he was two tenths ahead 
after being outpowered on the straight 
again, only to suck Okada into running 
wide at the next bend. “I rode at-my 
maximum, and I’m pretty happy with 
second,” Harrada said afterward. 

Waldmann and Ruggia were left 
behind in the last laps, with the German 
three seconds behind Okada and two 
tenths ahead of the persistent but frus- 
trated Ruggia. “It was a tough race,” he 
said later. “Like mountain biking in a 
sauna.” 

Bayle came through a lonely sixth, 
with Aoki three seconds adrift in 
seventh. 


Then came the next mega-dice - a 
thriller between d’Antin, Roberts Junior 
and the rising Jacque, on a year-old kit- 
ted private RS Honda against the two 
“95 works bikes. D’Antin used experi- 
ence and extra power to defeat the 
impressive Roberts; Jacque lost touch in 
the closing stages. 

Jurgen vd Goorbergh had been with 
this group until near the end, the for- 
mer European vice-champion (to Biag- 
gi) undergoing a career renaissance 
after switching from Yokohamas and 
Aprilia to a Dunlop-shod Maxell Honda 
RS. 

Eskil Suter won a three-Aprilia battle 


for 12th, dropping Juan Cardoso by 
three seconds in the closing laps. 

Patrick vdGoorbergh was a similar 
distance behind in 14th; the last point 
went to Olivier Petrucciani’s Aprilia, 
after another good battle with Stadler 
and Fuchs. Doriano Romboni retired his 
works Honda soon after the start with a 
burnt-out clutch. 

Thus Biaggi took a slim title lead, 
with 41 points to Harada’s 40. Wald- 
mann has 38.

ou've probably heard about it, 
Y and you might have even seen 
photos of it, but the new, 1996 
"early release" Bandit 600S from Suzuki 
is finally here, and don't think for a 
moment that it is just an old Bandit 400 
with bigger pistons and rings. While it 
might look similar to the underpowered 
and undersprung Bandit 400, which 
never really enjoyed much success here 
in the U.S. during its relatively short 
three-year stint (1991-93) in Suzuki's 
street lineup, the 600 is a completely dif- 
ferent animal, and - getting straight to 
the point - a much better one at that. 
American Suzuki recently introduced 
the Bandit 6005 in Northern California, 
where some of this country's best twisty 
roads exist and are - better yet - plenti- 
ful, making this the ideal location to 
debut the "return" of the sporty Bandit, 
which has already been doing time in 
Europe and Japan. However, the U.S. 
version is slightly different than those 
seen elsewhere around the world where 
the ^naked" look is the current fad and 
fairings, as a result, are being removed 
and used as decorations for garage 
walls, but this isn't the case here, at least 
not yet. Americans still like their fair- 
ings, and Suzuki dealers all over the 
country were constantly reminded of 
this while trying to sell the fairing-less 
Bandit 400. As a result, the Bandit 6005 
comes to the U.S. fairing-equipped,

albeit a small “cafe” fairing, but a fair- 
ing nonetheless. Conforming to style, 
Suzuki installed a rectangular headlight 
rather than the circular headlights found 
on the Euro models. 

In case you're wondering, no, the 
new Bandit isn't powered by the same 
motor formerly used in the short-lived 
GSX-R600 or the current RF600 (wishful 
thinking, though), but it is propelled by 
the same reliable and already proven 
air/oil-cooled engine that has been 
driving the popular Katana 600 for 
many years, so the new Bandit's power- 
plant isn't just a punched-out version of 
the old 400 engine. Suzuki chose to go 
with the more user-friendly Katana 
motor for a couple of reasons, most 
notably to keep overall cost of the bike 
down, and, as mentioned, since it has 
been around for quite some time, it has 
already proven itself to be a worthy and 
easy-to-maintain mill. 

But before the Katana engine was 
bolted into the Bandit's frame, it did 
receive some significant fine tuning to 
give it more zap, more bottom-to-mid 
zap to be precise. First of all, the Bandit 
is, from our - as well as Suzuki's - best 
recollection, the first Suzuki street bike 
to come with Keihin, instead of Mikuni, 
carburetors. There are four of them, 
32mm constant velocity mixers that are 
slightly smaller than the 33mm Mikuni's 
used in the Katana. The smaller bore 
size, combined with longer intake pipes, 
help increase intake velocity and cylin- 
der charging efficiency. Increased throt- 
tle response has been achieved by 
mounting the carbs eight degrees more 
vertical for a straighter intake tract. 

The exhaust system used on the 
Bandit is significantly different than that 
used on the Katana, which uses a steel- 
constructed four-into-two system,

whereas the Bandit uses a stainless steel- 
constructed four-into-one design. 

The cylinder head differs from the 
current Katana head due to a redesigned 
valve-train system, which now uses the 
same screw and locknut system used in 
the “88 to '91 model Katana 600 and all 
Katana 750 models, except it uses a 
multi-plate cam chain instead of a roller 
type. The current shim-type Katana 600 
system mainly benefits high-rpm opera- 
tion and therefore is not suited to the 
Bandit's power characteristics. The Ban- 
dit valve timing has less overlap than 
the Katana for better low to midrange 
power. х 

Valve timing has also been altered 
to enhance bottom and midrange 
performance. 

Transferring power to the rear wheel 
is basically the same six-speed, clutch 
cable-operated clutch, transmission sys- 
tem used in the Katana 600. They share 
the same internal gear ratios but the 
Bandit uses a slightly higher final-drive 
ratio. 

As mentioned, the Bandit is air /oil- 
cooled, similar to the Katana 600. The oil 
cooler is slightly smaller than the 
Katana version but otherwise the cool- 
ing system is the same. The lubrication 
system - a wet sump - is also the same as 
the Katana except for the oil pan, which 
is made of a ribbed honeycomb con- 
struction that gives the pan more rigidi- 
ty and helps reduce engine noise. 

Unlike the Bandit 400, where the 
engine was “hung” in the frame, the 
Bandit 600 uses a stronger double-cradle 
frame design to better withstand the 
higher-output engine. It is constructed 
of large-diameter steel tubing, and the 
steel swingarm is constructed of square 
tubing similar to the RF600R. Despite 
the fact the swingarm length is 25mm 
shorter than the Katana’s swingarm, the 
wheelbase of both bikes is the same at 
57.2 inches. This is due to the Bandit's 
less-vertical front-end rake. 

Suspensionwise, the Bandit is outfit- 
ted with Kayaba components both front 
and rear. Conventional 41mm forks are 
used up front and a single nitrogen- 
charged shock out back. Neither ends 
have damping adjustments but the 
shock does have variable preload capa- 
bilities. 

The Bandit is equipped with two- 
piston, slide-type front brake calipers, 
sintered metal pads, and 290mm floating 
brake rotors, and the front brake lever 
position can be adjusted to four 
different positions, via a notched spin 
dial. In the back, the brake system con- 
sists of an opposed-piston caliper, semi- 
metal pads and a 240mm rotor. 





Bridgestone Exedra tires wrap 
around two 17-inch cast-aluminum 
wheels. As compared to the Katana 600, 
the rear rim on the Bandit is actually an 
inch wider at 4.5 inches, while the front 
wheel is also a half-inch wider, at 3.5 
inches. 

Other niceties include a large 5.0- 
gallon gas tank, which includes 1.1 gal- 
lons of reserve and a fuel on/off/ 
reserve petcock. The instrument panel 
only offers the bare minimum: the 
speedometer and tach are separately 
housed in chrome cylinders, and there's 











a small cluster of information lights 
directly underneath the speedo and 
tach. The tubular handlebars are quite 
wide and easily adjustable. 


PUTTIN' TIME ON THE BANDIT 


Swinging a leg over the Bandit for 
the first time you immediately realize 
that this bike is no full-on, racer-replica 
sportbike. Rather than reaching down 
for the handlebars and having the foot- 
pegs high up on the frame, the Bandit 
has a far more relaxed seating position 
than even the most ergonomically 





friendly sportbike. In fact, the Bandit 
has a very straight-up-and-down riding 
position, which at first seems a little odd 
for a sportbike. One tester said that he 
felt like he had "motorcycle cop pos- 
ture" on the Bandit. 

The Bandit isn't nearly as cold-blood- 
ed as some of the other Suzuki sport- 
bikes, and this no doubt has a lot to do 
with the new Keihin carbs.. Though it 
still takes a good few minutes to warm 
up, and the choke lever, which is located 
on the left handlebar, can usually be 
completely turned off after about a mile. 

Suzuki reached their objective of 
obtaining good low-end performance 
out of the motor. It pulls strongly off the 
bottom - for a 600 - but the meat of the 
power hits in the middle of the power- 
band, and the bike doesn't fall on its 
face as you scream it out through the 
gears. In fact, there's a decent hit around 
8500 rpm, and power continues to 
develop as you near the 12,000 redline. 
But it's right in the middle of the power- 
band where the Bandit likes to be 
ridden. 

To top things off, there's very little 
vibration to contend with as you climb 
through the gears, but there is one spot, 
where vibration does get your attention 
- right around 70 mph, when the tach 
needle hovers around the 6000 mark. 
From about 70-75 mph, a fair amount of 
tingling can be felt throughout the entire 
motorcycle and ghostlike images begin 
to appear in the rearview mirror. But 
anywhere below 70 mph and above 80 
mph, there's hardly any vibration at all. 
Also, right around 5000 to about 5300 
rpm, the motor develops a loud, low- 
frequency resonance perhaps caused by 
the air intake system, or simply by the 
motor itself. Unfortunately, this annoy- 
ing resonance occurs right in the rpm 
range where the bike is ridden the most, 
usually when the throttle is held steadi- 
ly in one position, maintaining about 65 
mph, or when slightly backing off the 
throttle. 

Otherwise, we enjoyed the motor 
very much. 

Clicking up and down through the 
gears was a breeze. It takes little effort 
on the shift lever to reach the next cog 
and neutral is easy to find while not in 
motion. And to make things even better, 
the clutch lever has a super-light pull 
and has decent feel. 

Our Bandit only had 41 miles on the 
odometer when we got it, and the 
brakes reflected its newness. While both 
the front brake lever and rear foot pedal 
had plenty of resistance, the grip at both 
ends left a lot to be desired - at first. But 
after a few good hard miles of nothing 
but tight switchbacks, the brakes began 
breaking in and started developing 
decent braking power. Even after 
putting over 1000 miles on our Bandit, 
the brakes are still gradually improving 
and getting stronger. 

The combination of good bottom and 
midrange power, low 31-inch seat 
height, the relaxed seating position and 
its overall light weight, makes the 
Bandit an absolute blast in the twisties. 
It takes little effort to initiate the turns 
and the wide handlebars offer good 
leverage. Even though you’re not 
crunched up in your typical sportbike 
position on the Bandit, you can still 
crank it over pretty good through tight 
corners without having to scrub off 
much speed before entering the turns. In 
other words, this bike is very flickable. 
Okay, it might not get you from turn to 
turn as quickly as the RF600, but it can 
hang through the turns. 

The Bandit can also be ridden for 
long periods of time without leaving 
you in pain, as we discovered after 
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putting nearly 800 miles in less than 
four days on the Bandit. Much of this 
has to do with the Bandit's neutral seat- 
ing position, comfortable seat, and the 
small but effective faring / windscreen. 
It’s arguable as to whether or not the 
Bandit looks better with or without the 
fairing, but there is no doubt that the 
fairing is functional, as it does an excel- 
lent job deflecting wind blast off the 
rider's midsection without producing 
buffeting side effects. 

Long hauls were also made easy 
thanks to the Bandit’s well-balanced 
suspension. Out of the crate, the bike is 
set up a little on the soft side, which is 
just fine for the straights and over rough 
roads, but for more aggressive riding, a 
stiffer setting would be more desirable. 
Easier said than done, though, since 
there is very little in the way of external 
suspension adjustments. However, it 
wouldn't take much for your favorite 
aftermarket suspension tuner to beef up 
the already big 41mm fork, and gas 
shock. There’s plenty to work with here. 

The Bandit also offers plenty of con- 
veniences, such as long range on a tank 


' of gas. We usually squeezed out approx- 


imately 195 miles before having to switch 
to reserve. The mirrors are well placed, 
requiring very little body bending to get 
a good view. Helmet locks are also 
provided. 

Overall, we enjoyed this motorcycle 
very much. It might be hard to look at 
the Bandit 600 and 
not perceive it as just 
an entry-level motor- 
cycle, with its low 
seat height, straight- 
up-and-down seat- 
ing position, some- 
what “standard” 
styling and all, but 
once you hop on this 
motorcycle and take 
it for a spin, you'll 
immediately discov- 
er, as we did, that the 
Bandit 600 is much 
more than a 

“novice’s” bike. A 
lot more. This bike is 
designed for those of 
you who are perhaps 
tired of high-mainte- 
nance, high-tech and, 
not to mention, high- 
priced racer-replica 
sportbikes and want 
something a bit more simple and more 
affordable but without sacrificing too 
much in the way of modern sportbike 
technology and performance. From what 
we can tell, Suzuki hit the nail on the 
head with the Bandit 600. It offers plenty 
with its well-proven and updated motor, 
well-engineered chassis and high-quality 
components, and all for a reasonable 
$5399 asking price. Have you checked 
the price of a GSX-R750 or a Kawasaki 
ZX-6R lately?

AMA Grand National Cross Country Series

HICKORY MAR. 26 
or the first time in nearly a 
year Scott Summers returned 
to the top of the results in the 
AMA Grand National Cross 
Country Series by winning 
the Hickory round of the GNCC series 
in North Carolina. The American 
Honda-backed Summers, from Peters- 
burg, Kentucky, edged defending 
GNCC champ Scott Plessinger in a 
close three-hour battle. Team Suzuki 
Off-Road stars Steve Hatch and Randy 
Hawkins finished third and fourth, 
respectively, and Team Yamaha’s Fred 
Andrews rounded out the top five 
overall in the field of 256 motorcycles. 
“This is the first time that I’ve really 
been healthy and able to train like I 
want to for the past couple of years,” 
said the 26-year-old Summers, who has

been hampered by numerous injuries 
since ‘93. “I had problems at the start of 
the race; but I knew I had the time and 
the strength to get back up there. 
ˆ Plessinger almost got away but I 
caught him in time to get a good race 
going. There were so many fans out 
there cheering us on that neither of us 
probably thought about how tired we 
might be getting. I’m in shape, the bike 
is working great and I’m ready to earn 
the title back.” 

Summers’ North Carolina win, cou- 
pled with his runner-up finish at the 
series opener in Florida, gives him the 
early edge in his quest for his fourth 
cross country championship. Summers 
previously won the title in 1990 
through ‘92. First-round winner Ty 
Davis did not compete. Team Suzuki's 
Rodney Smith was also a no-show after 
injuring his wrist at the Ocala opener. 

The Buren Hamrick-designed Hick- 
ory course was set up on a small patch 
of land measured out to seven miles 
per lap. Numerous switchbacks filled 
the track and kept the speeds at a 
slower-than-usual average of 21 mph. 
Warm, sunny weather made for a dry 
track in the open areas but the woods 
remained mostly dust-free throughout 
the nearly three-hour-long race. The 
Pro and A class riders completed eight 
laps while the amateur divisions were 
waved off after six laps. Summers’ 
actual finishing time for eight laps was 
two hours and 48 minutes. 

Steve McSwain holeshot on a Honda 
CR500, followed by Team SCR's Doug 
Blackwell, Plessinger, AMA National 
Enduro Champion Hatch, Andrews, 
Yamaha-mounted Duane Conner and 
Suzuki's Guy Cooper. The dry starting 
area meant that many of the riders in ` 
the back of the 17-rider Pro class - Sum- 
mers, Hawkins and Tom Norton 
included - would have to carve through 
the dust to get a shot at the early 
leaders. 

Just before dropping into the woods 
for the first time Hawkins fell off hi$ 
Suzuki when he caught something with 
the front wheel. Summers was too close 
to avoid the falling Suzuki and tangled 
with the multi-time enduro champion. 
Hawkins restarted the race dead-last 
with Summers right in front of him. 

Cooper and Summers soon hooked 
up and moved in tandem up through

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the pack. Upon reaching Conner’s roost 
Cooper tried an alternate line around 
him and had the misfortune of finding 
himself tangled in an old wire fence. 
The former 125cc National MX Cham- 

ion lost valuable time trying to free 

is Suzuki RMX250 from the unseen 
trap. 

“1 didn’t have a tool pack on and I 
didn’t have anything to cut the wire 
with,” admitted Cooper after the race. 
“I spent the rest of the day trying to 
make up time, but I was just too far 
back to catch back up. I give it 100 per- 
cent every time I’m on a motorcycle 
and I’m happy with my ride today.” 

Cooper completed the first lap out- 
side the top 20 overall, but in the end 
the hard-charging Oklahoma flyer 
came within rel of taking fifth place 
away from Andrews. 

Summers was 47 seconds behind 
Plessinger and in seventh place when 
he completed the first lap. In between 
the two were Yamaha pilots Blackwell 
and Andrews, Honda of Troy’s Tom 
Carson, Pennsylvania’s Conner, and 
Hatch. One lap later Summers had suc- 
cessfully moved into second place and 
trimmed the KTM-mounted leader’s 
advantage to less than 20 seconds. 

"I could just feel that it was going to 
be Scott's day," said Plessinger of his 





rival Summers. “Even though he was 
back there a little ways I knew he was 
coming.” 

Summers took the lead on the third 
lap but Plessinger kept up the pressure. 
The pair began a spectacular duel that 
would last for the next 90 minutes, 
sprinting from one backmarker to the 
next in an effort to shake one another. 
The frantic pace pulled Plessinger and 
Summers well ahead of the pack and 
turned the race for the overall into a 
fast game of one on one. 

“I fell on the first lap but I was able 
to get caught back up to the leaders,” 
said Hatch. “I had those two in sight 
and I thought that the pace was set. 
Obviously they upshifted and nobody 
told me!” Hatch never got Summers 
and Plessinger back in sight and 
instead focused on holding Hawkins 
off for third place. 

The climax of the race took place 
halfway through the last lap when 
Summers and Plessinger came upon a 
late lapped rider. Plessinger took the 
high line on an off-camber hill while 
Summers stayed low. When their paths 
met, Summers had the advantage of a 
better line and they made contact. 
Plessinger bounced off the big XR600, 
clipped a tree and went down. 

“Believe it or not, Scott and I 





exchanged glances before we hit,” 
explained Summers after the race. “We 
both knew we were going to hit but 
neither of us were going to let off. I just 
had the better line and Scott got the 
worst of it.” 

When asked if the accident caused 
any hard feelings, Summers replied, 
“No way. Scott and I have been 
friends and rivals for the past 10 years. 
We're both doing our jobs out there 
and sometimes things like this hap- 
pen. I'm sure he will tell you the same 
thing - it was just clean, aggressive 
racing." 

"I had to make the decision to fol- 
low the lapped rider through there or 
take a different line that wasn't as 
good," said Plessinger of the incident. 
“I followed the guy, he got stuck and I 
got stuck behind him. I heard Scott 
coming and I had to get out from 
behind the lapper and I went over into 


Scott's line. We were charging after the 


same point, hit together and that was 
it." 

Summers did get the better of it and 
showed a lead of some 30 seconds as a 
direct result. Plessinger remounted in 
time to maintain his runner-up finish, 
but his hopes for the overall were 
dashed. His bad luck wasn't through 


yet either. One half-mile from the finish ` 














line Plessinger's KTM 250MXC ran out 
of fuel, forcing the two-time National 
Hare Scrambles Champion to panhan- 
dle for some gas from passing riders. 
He was fortunate that one rider 
stopped and donated enough fuel to 
get the champ to the checkered flag 
before the third-place duel between 
teammates Hatch and Hawkins could 
reach him. 

Hatch won the battle for the final 
spot on the podium and held on to 
third with just a couple of seconds to 
spare. Hawkins' long and impressive 
comeback from dead-last netted him 
fourth-place points with an out-of-sync 
Andrews, admittedly unwilling to take 
chances in the fast, dusty conditions, 
finishing another two minutes back in 
fifth. Cooper was right behind him, fol- 
lowed by Norton and Conner. Former 
Open A class champion Shawn Brell 
put in his best Pro ride ever for ninth 
overall. Scott Phelps, the reigning 
NETRA champion, rounded out the top 
10 5 


Eleventh overall Terry Cunningham 
was also the Vet A winner ahead of fel- 
low top 20 finishers Tim Shephard and 
Jeff Russell. Jim Jarrett was 13th overall 
as well as the 200cc A class winner. 
Craig Jones was the winner of the 15- 
rider 250cc A class and 15th overall. 
North Carolina's own Steven Arthur 
topped the Open.A class on à KTM 300. 
Pennsylvania's Batry Hawk Jr. was the 
top Four-Stroke A rider. Georgia's 
Terry Mealer was the Senior A (404) 
victor, while cross country regular 
Harry Greenlee was the Super Senior 
(50+) leader. €N

am Johnson Bieffe Suzuki's Mar- 

nicq Bervoets justified the faith 

placed in him by his team manag- 
er, Sylvain Geboers, by winning both 
motos at the opening 250cc MX GP. 
Geboers promoted Bervoets to the role 
of team leader during the off-season, 
and the Belgian didn't disappoint as the 
series got underway in Talavera de la 
Reina in central Spain. 

Kurt Nicoll and Yves Demaria also 
fully justified their podium placings, 
while championship favorite Stefan 
Everts finished a courageous sixth after 
a trip to the hospital on Saturday. 

A 15,000-strong crowd flocked the

Within two laps the factory Suzuki 
star was back past the Spaniard, but the 
American was in his wake as they nib- 
bled away at Beirer's lead. 

At half distance Bervoets went for it. 

"I knew I had to shake off Vohland, 
so I put in some really fast laps mid- 
race, then I could ride my own pace," 
said Bervoets. 

Vohland lost that vital contact pass- 
ing Beirer, but was not sure if he could 
have kept pace with the new leader. 

“Не went into warp speed for a few 
laps," said the likable American. “I was 
going hard but he had pulled a lead. I 
had to wind it up myself in the final laps 
when I saw Demaria coming.” 

The Frenchman Demaria had started 
ninth and was one of a whole pack held 
up badly by the obstructive Miska Aal- 
tonen in the early laps of the race. Once 
past the Finn, Demaria was moving real- 
ly fast and slipped inside Beirer for third 
at the end of the start straight with three 
laps to go. 

Beirer was satisfied with fourth. 

"T didn’t ect tired but the nace at the 





front in the 250 GPs is really some- 
thing,” he said. “I don’t know if I quite 
have that speed anyway, but I noticed as 
I tried to hold them off that my whole 
body was tensing up and I was starting 
to get forearm pump. That will be better 
in race two.” 

The fifth man home was Kurt Nicoll. 

“I was following Demaria through, 
but I lost him when we went past Karls- 
son," said Nicoll. ^I got him once but he 
came back at me hard in the next turn. I 
paid him back in the end, but Demaria 
was gone by then. Yves was faster and I 
couldn't have passed him, but I might 
have got Beirer." 

After struggling with wheelspin on 
the line like teammate Demaria, Bartoli- 
ni rode an equally good race to follow 
Nicoll for the entire moto and also 
passed Karlsson for sixth. The Swede 
was struggling for grip in the later 
stages, saying, "We fitted soft tires 
and it dried out more quickly than we 
expected." 

Alonso's inevitable backward slide 
after 25 minutes saw him go back to 
ninth behind Bob Moore. The American 
had cot chonned un badly at the start 








“Т was up to the big group behind 
Aaltonen, but I sat behind Stefan 
(Everts) for too long and let them get 
away again," said Moore. 

The 125 title holder was right on 
Karlsson at the flag but the time lost 
mid-race cost him at least one place. 

Everts was almost in tears after the 
race. 

“I knew I would have the pain and I 
was prepared for that," he.said. "I just 
didn't have any power in my shoulder 
after the crash yesterday so I couldn't 
battle them." 

Rob Herring was the big victim of the 
first moto. Boxed in terribly at the start, 
he was down in 26th on lap one before 
putting in one of those phenomenal 
charges for which he is renowned. The 
Brit was ready to demote Dewit from 
12th as the race approached the 40 
minute stage when his rear wheel 
kicked on a hilltop jump and Herring 
flew high in the air, breaking his right 
ankle in landing. 

One of the riders he had passed on 
the way was Bader Manneh. 

"I got a poor start and was going 
nowhere so in the end I was just cruis- 
ing to the flag in 13th," said Manneh. 

The second race was less exciting, as 
the leaderboard was soon spread out, 
but the decision to return to 40 minute 
plus two lap motos was fully justified as 
it enabled Demaria to put in a wonder- 
ful recovery ride after two early falls 
had put him outside the top 15 after 
three laps. y 

While Bervoets holeshot and com- 
pletely dominated the race from the 
front, Demaria fell in amazing circum- 
stances after gating 4th. 

“Оп the second lap I was flat out 
down a rough straight and tree branches 
which were lying in the track got entan- 
gled in my front wheel,” said Demaria. 
Incredibly, exactly the same thing hap- 
pened again at the same place one lap 
later. 

Demaria eventually took control of 
fourth place, three laps from the end 
with a pass on Beirer as fourth-placed 
Moore fell when he spun out on a slip- 
pery corner. 

In front of them, Nicoll needed 10 
minutes to demote Alonso from second 
and the Spaniard promptly exited the 
race in etvle a few corners later when he 











crashed over a berm. Не remounted last, 
but his glory day was not over as the 21 
year old from Barcelona toured back to 
the paddock waving to the crowd. 
Everts was a lonely third, but the Bel- 
gian had put in a gritty performance 
after his first Saturday injuries. 
Vohland’s hopes of the overall had 
suffered a blow in the first corner. 
“Someone stepped sideways in front 
of me and I got pushed out really wide,” 
said Vohland. “I had to use up a lot of 
energy to get back into the top 10 by half 
distance and I just had to settle for what 
I had then." 
Manneh had been an initial fifth, but 
fell down on lap two, taking Bartolini

OTP’s 
Malmquist found his stride on loop two 
and edged out Hamann, 14-15. 

The third loop saw Clamagirand give 
up two points and wrap up yet another 
victory, while Malmquist again edged 
out Hamann, 16-22. The damage done 
during the first loop though, held 
Malmquist to third. 

“I had two stupid fives on the first 
loop," said Clamagirand. "In one section 
I went out of bounds. I should have had 
two clean loops, but 1 am happy." 

In Intermediate A class action, 62- 
year-old Art Webster showed the 
youngsters how it's done by literally 
roosting away with the win.

Texans when he showed up for 

rounds seven and eight of the Texas 
State Championship Series, but it was 
no surprise when he trounced the Mas- 
ter class with a pair of spectacular per- 
formances, scoring the win with over 50 
points to spare on Saturday, and nearly 
30 on Sunday.

the day. Moore rode brilliantly in the 
first few sections, but became violently 
ill and was seen vomiting on the loop.

Things 
went sour for Moore, however, when 
the skies opened up and rain began to 
fall on the already slippery dirt banks 
and ledges. 

In the mud, few are better than 
Peters. While Moore and the rest strug- 
gled to find traction, Peters seemed to 
ride better as the day wore on. In his 
final three loops, Peters dropped only 
five points, bringing his four-loop total 
to 15. Moore ended up with 42, while 
Byrd nabbed third with 75. 

“I live near Watkins Glen, so I get to 
practice in slippery conditions all the 
time,” said Peters. “The wetter, the bet- 
ter.” 

“Ray's hard to beat when it's 
muddy,” said Moore. “If it hadn't rained, 
things might have been different.” €N

Andrews unbeatable at Devil’s 
Ridge Motocross opener

Mike Andrews came and conquered the compe- 
tition to prove that he was the top rider at 
Devil’s Ridge motocross’ season opener. 
Andrews used the fact that the event was round 
two of the Carolina Ultra Series to cash in on 
some serious Suzuki contingency bucks as he 
topped four class wins with eight moto wins. 

Andrews was among over 260 riders from 
five states and Canada but was clearly the most 
dominant rider at the event. Andrews took the 
overall wins in the tough 125 and 250ce A class- 
es as well as hard-fought wins in the competi- 
tive 25+ and 30+ A divisions. 

Andrews put his Suzuki Motorsports of 
Charlotte! Andrews Motorsports / Tuff Racing/ 
Dasco Transport / Sidewinder / Maxima-backed 
RM250 up against the likes of David Price and 
Tilden Styron in 250cc A action. Styron pulled a 
tremendous holeshot over the field in moto one 
to lead the early going, but once Andrews made 
the pass for the lead, he stayed there.

By moto's end, Price was able to work past 
Turlington for third behind Andrews and Sty- 
ron, while the best battle for position was yet to 
unfold.

third. Stull ran as high as third during the moto 
until he slowly faded out of the top five. 

Turlington put on the most determined ride 
in moto two.after a brief meeting with the 
ground had him playing catch-up the whole 
moto. Turlington charged all the way to the 
checkered flag, and it paid off as he was able to 
leap past Shipley to take fourth by only about 
five inches as the two went over the finish-line 
jump.

Maico rider Rich Smith earned the 500cc Inter- 
mediate victory at round two of the American 
Historic Racing Motorcycle Association’s West- 
ern Regional MX Series at Los Angeles County 
Raceway without ever winning a moto.

Taylor terrorizes Starwest 
Motocross opener

Tyson Taylor showed some grit to top the 
Novice ranks at a changed track when the Star- 
west Racing facility opened up with its Saturday 
Night MX Series. 

The first moto of the new season featured the 
125 and 250cc Novice classes with the 125s get- 
ting the first gate.

t is perhaps the goal of every young 
rider who straps on a helmet to 
some day become a factory-backed 
‘acer, or in other words, to get paid to 
асе motorcycles. And not just any 
motorcycles, but the most technically 
hdvanced race bikes in the country. 
nfortunately, there are only a few of 
hese positions available in any form 
bf motorcycle racing, so the competi- 
ion for those cherished few spots is 
brutal and fierce. Simply put, only the 
astest riders even stand a chance. 

But there's more to racing than just 
going fast once you reach the top, and 
Pven on the long road getting there. It 
seems to me that when many riders 
sign on the dotted line, they tend to 
orget that their new responsibility is 
ot only to win races, but to be good 
Брокеѕреоріе as well. At the very 
east, to get noticed. This not only ben- 
efits the rider himself and the team 
hat he now represents, but also the 
sport in general. 

In motocross, for example, there 
have been many riders who have 
expressed themselves vocally in the 
sport of motocross and supercross 
extremely well - much more so in the 
1970s and early ‘80s than in the ‘90s. 
Perhaps the one rider best known for 
his off-the-track verbal machine gun 
|was the "Hurricane" himself, Bob 
Hannah. Hannah captured the fans’ 
attention with a spectacular, feet-off- 
the-footpegs style of riding, numer- 
lous brilliant come-from-behind wins 
and an extreme desire to reach the 
checkered flag first. But he also drew 
attention - both good and bad - with 
his unreserved personality off the 
track. Hannah said what he felt, if he 
didn't like you or the way you rode 
on the track, then he'd say so to your 
face, not behind your back. Just ask 
Keith Bowen. If Hannah didn't like 
the track he was racing on, he'd say 
so out loud. Of course Hannah was 
just as outspoken when things went 
well. Bad or good, Hannah never held 
back. 

There were other fast riders, but it 
was this straightforward attitude that 
earned Hannah that extra respect from 
his fans and fellow competitors, and 
arguably made him the most popular 
motocrosser ever. 

While Hannah was the king of PR, 
or at least capturing people's atten- 








tion, there were many other popular 
riders as well - and for many of the 
same reasons. Jimmy Weinert spoke 
his mind, as did Kent Howerton, 
Jimmy Ellis and Brad Lackey (though 
none were as candid or controversial 
as Hannah). These guys and others 
certainly gave the sport added color 
and flare, and even if you didn't like 
what they said, you still could not 
wait to hear what they were going to 
say next. At least I couldn't. In other 
words, these guys could talk. And talk 
isn't cheap. 

Times have changed. In my opin- 
ion, when it comes to sound bites, 
there are no Hannahs and Weinerts on 
the National MX and supercross cir- 
cuits today. Oh sure, there are still a 
few out there that know how to com- 
municate with their fans and the 
media. Rick Johnson was one, and for- 
tunately for the sport, Team Honda/ 
1-800-Collect's Jeremy McGrath is 
another. Because of his domination of 
supercross, McGrath enjoys a large 
share of the limelight, and he handles 
that attention in a professional man- 
ner. McGrath speaks clearly and says 
what he feels, but in a more easy- 
going, thought-out manner that has 
been accurately referred to as "down 
to earth." His sudden rise to fame and 
fortune hasn't changed his personality 
one bit, which is admirable. McGrath 
speaks his mind, admits defeat gra- 
ciously, and rarely turns down an 
autograph seeker. He answers media 
questions with complete sentences and 
without acting as though he is being 
inconvenienced by the interviewer. He 
knows that good PR means more fans, 
more sponsors and more money, not 
just for him but nearly everyone 
involved with him. 

Mike Kiedrowski is another rider 
who understands the value of good 
PR. The likable Team Kawasaki rider 
speaks well and smiles, even after a 
bad day or night on the track. On 
these rare occasions, Kiedrowski will 
still stand outside his pits and sign 
autographs until his last fan has left. 
Guy Cooper was never at a loss for 
words, either. The motocrosser-turned 
off-road racer will bend your ear for 
hours if you let him, and he loves to 
mingle with the crowd. He treats 
everyone as his good friend. As a 
result, he is probably the most popular 





supercross racer never to win a race 
(though he did win the 125cc National 
MX Championship in 1990). While he 
never was what you'd call a dominant 
rider, Cooper was - and is - a valuable 
commodity to the factories. Why? 
Good public relations. 

Obviously McGrath, Kiedrowski 
and Cooper watch a lot of NASCAR 
racing on television. Now these car 
guys know how to handle themselves 
in the eye of the public. 

It never ceases to amaze me how 
well these drivers behave in front of a 
TV camera and a microphone, even 
while sitting in their car waiting for 
repairs to be made after having just 
spun out while leading the race. 
Instead of shooing away the inter- 
viewer, the driver will usually take 
time to answer questions and, of 
course, use the opportunity to slip in a 
word or two about their main spon- 
sors. Sponsors love good PR. 

Still, this "professional" demeanor 
can lack spontaneity, and it seems that 
most of today's motocrossers are more 
quote conscientious and worried about 
being politically correct than saying 
what is actually on their minds. 
They're ultra-careful about not saying 
the “wrong” thing. They're afraid of 
saying something “bad” that will 
make their team bosses or their spon- 
sors upset. To avoid being the main 
source of a controversy, they'll say just 
enough to get by, such as, "I got out in 
front and ran my own race." I wish I 
had a quarter for every time I’ve heard 
that one. But you must admit, it's pret- 
ty safe. Who's going to get offended? 
No one. 

However, I don't really blame 
today's motocrossers for being a little 
reserved when it comes to post-race 
quotes. Some say that they've been 
misquoted by the press and have "got- 
ten into trouble" with their team man- 
agers or sponsors as a result, so now 
they feel a little leery speaking into the 
media's microphone. Once bitten 
twice shy, they say. 

Motocross in general, it seems, is 
afraid of controversy. One example of 
this happened just last year, during 
the 250cc National MX Series at Red 
Bud (Michigan) when teammates Mike 
LaRocco and Mike Kiedrowski crashed 
into each other while dicing for the 
lead. The two were also involved in a 
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heated battle 
for the series 
points lead, and the 

crash cost Kiedrowski à sure moto 
win. Moments later, an angry 
Kiedrowski ghost-rode his motorcycle 
into the side of LaRocco's bike as they 
exited the track after the race. It was a 
very un-Kiedrowski-like maneuver, 
which made the incident that much 
more interesting. Immediately after- 
ward, back in the pits, the entire 
Kawasaki team disappeared inside the 
team's hauler. They later came out of 
the truck and both LaRocco and 
Kiedrowski reported that they had 
been instructed not to talk to anyone, 
especially the press, about the inci- 
dent. It doesn't make any sense to me. 
I'm not saying that riders should be 
purposely taking each other out, but 
heck, it does happen now and then. 
And when it does, what's wrong with 
talking about it? At least it is something 
to talk about. I just couldn't imagine 
A] Unser Jr. and Emerson Fittipaldi 
being told not to talk about their last- 
lap incident while dicing for the lead 
in the Indianapolis 500 a few years 
ago. Personally - and I am sure thou- 
sands of others share my view - I'd 
have liked to have heard what 
Kiedrowski and LaRocco had to say 
about their episode. Do you think 
Hannah would've said something? 
You bet he would have. 

Damon Bradshaw was the last 
modern day motocrosser who went 
against the grain when it came to 
speaking his mind, and he seemed to 
take a lot of heat for it, too. Perhaps 
more than any rider ever, even Han- 
nah, who Bradshaw was often com- 
pared to. Liked or not, Bradshaw 
attracted a huge crowd wherever he 
went. 

It just seems to me that 
motocross /supercross would benefit 
from a little bit of controversy, and 
controversies usually don't get start- 
ed without someone saying some- 
thing. I'll be the first admit that it's 
no easy task. Not everyone can suc- 
cessfully walk the fine to line between 
spontaneity and unprofessionalism. 
Hannah could do it, and that's just 
one of the things that made him so 
great. 

The sport of motocross could use
